HOUSING POLICY 


HE housing problem of this country is very serious, a good deal more 
serious than probably most people realise. Many factors are responsible : 
The cessation of new housebuilding during the war, and the even longer period 
of inactivity in slum clearance ; years of harsh and unrealistic rent control ; 
the growing obsolescence of a large number of older houses ; the uneven 
distribution of building labour and new housebuilding. All these factors, 
coupled with the general popular demand for better housing, have created a 
problem of some magnitude. 


The solution of this problem obviously depends on two things—a large-scale 
programme of new housebuilding, and the adequate repair and maintenance 
of existing houses. The first of these problems is not in principle a difficult one. 
The twin agencies of private enterprise and the local authorities have a solid 
record of achievement, and there is no reason (apart from Government inter- 
ference) why they should not continue with their good work. It is the latter 
problem which seems so intractable, but the announcement (reported on 
another page) by Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, that the Government intend at last to seize the nettle of rent de-control, 
provides a ray of hope for the future. 


The Labour Party is looking for a solution through public ownership. The 
recent conference at Blackpool adopted the policy pamphlet produced some 
months ago in which it is proposed that all houses subject to rent control 
should be taken over by the local authorities. This would involve the transfer 
of some six million dwellings ranging from ‘slums and near-slums to high- 
quality flats in the West End of London. The authors of the pamphlet do not 
intend apparently that all houses should be taken over on the same day, but it is 
clear that local authorities would only be given a limited period in which to 
acquire this formidable number of houses. The question naturally arises as to 
whether they are equipped for the job. The answer plainly is that they are not. 
Indeed, the Labour pamphlet admits that ‘in many parts of the country a measure 
of local government organisation will be essential before large-scale acquisition 
of rented houses can take place.’ If the reform of local government is to be 
achieved first, then it is likely to be some time before the houses are acquired. 


There is, however, a more fundamental question. Houses are not repaired 
and improved simply by transferring them tg local authorities. Repair and 
improvement will, in many cases, involve substantial expenditure for which 
some one must pay. The carrying out of adequate repairs alone will almost 
certainly necessitate a general increase in rents, and it may also be necessary 
to increase rents to meet the local authority’s loan charges on the cost of 
acquisition. What, in these circumstances, is the advantage of transferring 
these houses to the local authorities ? Why not give the present owners an 
equivalent increase in rent ? The Labour Party say that there is no guarantee 
that private landlords will spend the increase on repairs, indeed, that past 
experience suggests that they will not. This argument overlooks one important 
fact—namely, that local authorities have extensive powers to compel repairs. 
Indeed, it is their duty to compel the landlord to carry out repairs in any case 
where the house falls short of certain standards. If the landlord fails to carry 
out the repairs, the local authority can themselves do the work and recover 
the cost ; in order to recover the cost, they can appoint a receiver of the rents. 
It may well be that the standards laid down by the Housing Acts are somewhat 
modest particularly in relation to decorative repairs. But surely it would be 
sensible to tighten up the standards and see that landlords observe them rather 
than to embark on the enormous task of acquiring and managing some six 
million houses.

The problem of improvement is, however, more difficult. Local authorities 
have some powers to compel improvements in return for which the landlord 
can charge an increased rent, but these powers are limited. Moreover, the 
number of applications for improvement grants from landlords has been 
disappointing—it seems that about 90 per cent. of the applications have come 
from owner-occupiers. This disappointing result is perhaps due to a variety 
of causes. Rightly or wrongly, many landlords think the conditions attached to 
an improvement grant unduly severe ; some landlords have perhaps become so 
depressed as to think that expenditure on improvement is not worth while. 
In so far as these are causes of failure, they might well be cured by a more 
sympathetic approach to landlords. On the other hand, the age of many houses 
is such that it would not be possible to get an economic return on the capital 
expenditure even with the aid of an improvement grant. In these cases the 
only answer may be for the local authority to take them over. Local authori- 
ties, however, already have ample powers to do this. To require local authori- 
ties to take over a great number of other houses might hinder rather than help 
them to deal with those which ought to be acquired. 


In truth, the need is less for new legislation than for a more vigorous use of 
the existing powers. 


A GUIDE TO THE CAMBRIDGE PLAN 


§ tee general public was first made aware of a plan for Cambridge when, in 

April, 1950, the local planning authority, namely the Cambridgeshire 
County Council, published the illustrated report of their consultants—Professors 
Sir William Holford and H. Myles Wright. This report was written in a style 
readily readable by the layman and set out general principles, the information 
upon which they were based, and their interpretation in a plan. 


Next, the county council produced a development plan which, in the form 
approved by the Minister, would give statutory effect to that interpretation. 
Subsequently, following a public inquiry held by one of his inspectors, the 
Minister approved the development plan, with some minor modifications. So 
far so good, but the difficulty is that a development plan is of necessity in a 
legal form which, although comprehensible to the man who studies it with 
reference to property in which he is particularly interested, leaves the layman 
who understood the consultants’ report, and many of whom both in Cambridge 
and in all parts of the world were passionately interested in it, largely in the 
dark as to how much of it had been incorporated in the approved development 
plan. 


It is therefore fortunate that the county council (and one hopes their example 
will be followed) commissioned Mr. Derek Senior, Local Government corres- 
pondent of the: Manchester Guardian who proved himself to be a master of 
words at the recent Town and Country Planning Summer School, to write a 
Guide to the Plan. Mr. Senior does not write as an advocate—he records the 
opposition to items about which there was strong controversy—but simply 
puts into readily readable words what the Development Plan means. Moreover, 
he explains the relationship of Cambridge to the region, which lies outside the 
area of the present plan but of which Cambridge is the centre. 


The guide makes clear that the dominant aim of the plan is to secure that 
Cambridge should remain predominantly a university town. All the proposals 
of the plan are designed to secure this aim: the road system; the lack of oppor- 
tunity provided for any expansion of industry; the location of shopping areas, 
etc. The proposal which gave rise to the fiercest controversy was the ‘Spine 
Road.” designed to remove traffic from Cambridge’s main through street. In 
approving inis proposal the Minister pointed out that the plan did not provide 
for any work on it being carried out during the next five years, when the plan 
was due for review, but that meanwhile it was essential to safeguard the route. 
The controversy over the spine road was nothing like so fierce as that at present 
raging over the proposed road across Christ Church Meadows, at Oxford, but 
in the latter a comparison was made to the Backs at Cambridge. This points 
to the wisdom of the Cambridge planners in refusing to agree to the one-time 
suggestion of the Ministry of Transport that the road along the Backs should 
be made to function as a by-pass for through traffic ; particularly wise having 

‘regard to the provision of the plan for the expansion of the university precinct 
beyond the Backs. 


This, however, is not the occasion to discuss particular proposals of the 
Cambridge Plan, but rather to congratulate the county council on having 
commissioned Mr. Senior to produce such an admirable guide and for publish- 
ing it with such excellent illustrations including some clearly coloured maps. 
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Notes of the Week, 


Hong Kong Architects 


HAT will, we shall hope, becom: the 
newest of the Allied Societics of 
the RIBA took preliminary step to 
formation in June when about 40 achi- 
tects practising in Hong Kong met and 
appointed a working committee to st omit 
proposals for a constitution.

The outcome of the comamittee’s vork 
will be awaited with interest. THis is 
Hong Kong’s third attempt to form such 
a society; others were made in 1940 and 
again in 1949. There is no doubt that 
both profession and industry in the 
Colony would benefit by the formation of 
a recognised and well-conducted archi- 
tectural society which, when formed, will 
add further weight to the argumenis of 
those who wish to see the Board of 
Architectural Education make a special 
provision for the Commonwealth student 
who intends, when qualified, to practise 
only inside his own country. 


Grouping at Building Exhibition 


FURTHER STEPS are to be taken by the 
organisers of the Building Exhibition to 
simplify the technical visitor’s job in see- 
ing what is offered at Olympia next year. 
The woodworking exhibits have for many 
years been grouped at the west end of 
the National Hall; they will now be joined 
at the west end of the Grand and Empire 
Halls by the builders’ and contractors’ 
plant section, thus, according to a state- 
ment issued by the organisers this week, 
‘making it easier for people to see those 
parts of the exhibition in which they are 
most interested, without losing _ the 
essential character and liveliness of the 
past.’ 

This step is certainly in the right 
direction, The Building Exhibition, over 
60 years, has grown largely on an ad hoc 
basis, with firms hanging on, grimly but 
understandably enough, to __ their 
cherished positions which most usually 
are just out of sight of their nearest 
rivals. As Messrs. Stillman and Eastwick- 
Field wrote in their review in The Builder 
last November, ‘it appears to be a free- 
for-all.’ Certainly the distance walked by 
a visitor who may wish to make com- 
parisons between a special group of plant 
or equipment is greater than needs be. 
We shall hope that the exhibition 
organisers having now taken the plunge 
will see in what other ways they can 
simplify the technical visitor’s task. 


The issue of the statement (given on 
page 670) reminds us that the !-'57 
exhibition will be with us in just ove* 12 
months’ time. Exhibitors, old and r w, 
might well re-read the review referrec to 
above (see our issue of November ‘5, 
1955). It contains ideas on stand des 2, 
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jayout and literature as they struck two 
architects which could well be studied. 


Bury St. Edmunds Cathedral 


IN FURTHERANCE of the scheme for en- 
jarging the Cathedral of Bury St. 
Edmunds (illustrated and described in 
The Builder for June 15) a well-produced 
booklet of 16 pp. entitled ‘A Suffolk 
Story’ has been issued by the General 
Committee of the Cathedral Fund. This 
gives a most interesting short account of 
the -cclesiastical buildings that stand, and 
forr:erly stood, on the site, the latter 
incl ding a vast Abbey Church, destroyed 
at t' 2 Dissolution of the Monasteries, on 
the altar of which, in 1215, Cardinal 
Lan ton and the barons swore that they 
wo. d obtain from King John the rati- 
fica. on of Magna Carta. 

T e booklet includes reproductions of 
inte 2sting old drawings and_ prints, 
pho sgraphs of the existing sixteenth- 
cen’ iry cathedral of John Wastell, and 
per: »ective drawings of the designs of Mr.

The New Wage Claim 


THE executives of the 19 unions affilia- 
ted to the National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Operatives, at a conference in 
London on October 10, endorsed the 
recommendation of the federation 
executive (reported in The Builder last 
week) that they should submit a claim 
for a rise in wages of 4d. an hour. 

According to the procedure laid down 
in their national agreement, proposals for 
this change will be submitted to the 
national joint council next month and 
will come under discussion in January. 
Last year they asked for 6d. an hour and 
were awarded 24d. by arbitration in 


April. 
More than a million workers are 
involved. It is estimated that an increase 


of 4d. an hour would cost the industry 
some £40m. a year and raise the price of 
a three-bedroomed house by about £49.

Elemental Bitlis 
To the Editor of The Builder 


.IR,—Might I comment on Mr. V. B. 

Johnson’s letter (your issue of October 
12)? 

(1)—I disagree about the time ele- 
ment. Elemental bills in the first 
instance take longer to prepare than a 
normal bill. In any event a quantity sur- 
veyor should be able to advise his archi- 
tect about the relative costs of differing 
types of construction or the cost of certain 
parts of any one building without pro- 
ducing an elemental bill for the whole 
job. 

(2).—Does Mr. Johnson know of any 
two jobs from the same architect, even 
from his County Architect, which are not 
only identical in design but which have 
identical sites, are both situated in equally 
accessible positions for road and rail 
traffic, are being or have been built under 
the same set of basic rates and estimated 
for by the same estimator all at one and 
the same time? Unless conditions such 
as this apply, the production of elemental 
bills for the purpose of gaining informa- 
tion about cost (for the use of the 
statistically-minded — not the quantity 
surveyor) is somewhat useless.

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(3).—Mr. Johnson may not have had 
the opportunity of comparing costs as 
between elemental and ordinary bills, but 
I can assure him that comparing two 
completed contracts for similar buildings 
of similar total cost, the elemental bill 
required 50 per cent. more sheets of 
dimensions and draft bili than did the 
ordinary bill. That amount does not 
arise without an increase, and a consider- 
able one, in the cost of preparation. 

(4).—I cannot giye a lesson in taking- 
off in your correspondence columns, but I 
can assure Mr. Johnson that by a 
judicious use of ‘side casts’ a very great 
amount of working-up can be saved in 
the preparation of an ordinary bill. It 
is not possible to do this to anything like 
the same extent with elemental bills. 

On the last three paragraphs of Mr. 
Johnson’s letter, I do not intend to linger 
but will merely say again that which I 
have included under (1) above, that a 
competent quantity surveyor can advise 
on cost without producing an elemental 
bill, and that a little less use of weird and 
wonderful materials and specialist con- 
struction and more use of traditional con- 
struction would help enormously to keep 
down costs.

Staircases at University College

IR,—During recent works at Univer- 
sity College, Oxford, we have estab- 
lished that each of the eight original 
staircases extended from the front 
Quadrangle direct into the roof voids 
above the second floor.

Too Many Tenders? 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR, — In your issue of October 5 

you feature a house designed by an 
architect for his own occupation. No 
doubt he is proud of his effort yet I 
wonder if his conscience troubles him. 
For a man in his position to invite 10 
tenders for a house of this size is 
scandalous. 


If, as it would appear, the tenderers 
were furnished with specification and 
drawings only they must each have ex- 
pended between £25 and £35 to prepare 
their tender. Hence the collective cost 
would be between 74 per cent. and 10 per 
cent. of the total value of the work. Had 
bills of quantities been provided I con- 
sider five tenders would have been 
adequate. 


I am prompted to suggest to architects 
that there is an even better way to save 
a few pounds when having building done 
for themselves—better, that is, than going 
to countless builders. The simple expedi- 
ent is to prepare their own bills of 
quantities keeping the quantities pur- 
posely short and then sign up the contract 
on specification and drawing only.

The Cost of Hot Water 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—With reference to your article 
The Cost of Hot Water (The Builder, 
September 14, nage 454) and the advant- 
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ages claimed for solid fuel, I would ‘ike 
to give you the enlightened experience 
which I have had over the past 12 
months. 

Just over 12 months ago I was aske:! by 
the North Western Electricity Board to ¢ irry 
out for them a test on a Ferranti ‘Fr ige- 
heater.’ This unit, as it implies, extracts 
heat from the pantry and transfers it t« the 
hot water system and for the purpose © the 
tests we have installed meters to reac the 
amount of water used from the 30-g ilon 
hot water cylinder, a meter to measur: the 
units used on the ‘ Fridgeheater ’ and a r eter 
to measure the amount of units used o: the 
immersion heater. 

Summarising the results that I ave 
obtained over the past 12 months taki: : as 
an example one week in which the im ner- 
sion heater was not used at all, the :on- 
sumption of water was 249 gallons anc the 
electrical units consumed were 51 at $d. this 
comes to 3s. 84d. 

A further example when 256 gallor. of 
water were used, the average temper: ‘ure 
of the water again being 138 deg. F.. 2.6 
units were used on the immersion heat«’ as 
a boost and 50.1 units used on the ‘ Fri:ige- 
heater’ making a total of 52.7 units wich 
works out at 4s. Id. for the week. Similarly, 
as a further check over one week wien 
353 gallons were taken, the cost was exactly 
5s. Od., which is only 1s. more for a furiher 
100 gallons of water. 

This information is available to any inier- 
ested person including charts which give the 
pantry temperature of an average of 40 deg. 
F. when the outsfde temperature is variable 
in the 60’s. So taking the efficiency of the 
above equipment it should be appreciated 
that the total cost is only an average a week 
of 4s. for heating 250 gallons to 140 deg, 
F., and if the amount of two units per 
day, i.e., 14 for the week, is deducted for a 
comparison of the installation of a domestic 
refrigerator it would be appreciated that the 
cost of heating 250 gallons of hot water to 
140 deg. F. by this method is very much 
lower than that of any other form of heat- 
ing, i.e., the apportionate cost of hot water 
will be approximately 3s. Thus, taking the 
cost from the table at Newcastle and Not- 
tingham, i.e., the cheapest cost by solid fuel, 
the method described is then 25 per cent. 
cheaper than by using solid fuel. 

You willappreciate that as an engineer in the 
electricity supply industry and, in particular, 
on the power station side, it is my endeavour 
to utilise coal to its utmost advantage and 
it would be appreciated from the figures 
I have produced that this method of pro- 
ducing hot water is by far the most 
economical for the country. Furthermore, 
it has the advantage insomuch that the 
average number of units used in the day- 
time is approximately 4 to 5 whilst over 
the night period this can vary from 1.5 to 
2.5. The advantage gained thereby is that 
if a sufficient number of this type of heater 
were installed it would produce addition:l 
night load to the generating stations, which 
would in turn help to reduce the overa!! 
cost of generation.

ORK on Gatwick Airport, some 

28 miles from London, is well 

under way. The airport runways 

and the diversion of the main London- 

Brighton road, A.23, which is to 

pass under the proposed terminal 
building, were started last April. 

It is hoped to start work on the 
foundations of the terminal building 
this year. The structural system 
consists of a reinforced concrete 
frame with in-situ columns and pre- 
cast prestressed beams up to con- 
course level, and an in-situ RC frame 
on a 20-ft. grid above that level. 
External cladding is to consist of 
RSJ mullions on a 10-ft. grid with 
hardwood frames and glass infilling. 
The ‘fingers’ and the operations 
block are to be of steel frame 
construction. 

The planning of the building 
allows public access to the building 
at two points, one by a high-level 
road entrance and the other by 
bridge from the railway station.

TP.HE first point to note about the 

statistics in our quarterly tables is 
the continued buoyancy of new non- 
housing work. Up to the second quarter 
of this year, new housing work was show- 
ing little trend, either up or down—this 
can be seen from the second column of 


Table A (1), which shows the value of 
this work after correction for price 
changes, and it is consistent with'the fact 
that the number of permanent houses 
under construction has changed little 
since the beginning of 1955. Repair and 
maintenance work is also static, and the

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10 per cent. increase in the total volume 
of work, comparing the second quarters 
of 1955 and 1956, is due to a 25 to 30 
per cent. increase in the non-housing 
work. This comprises, of course, rew 
civil engineering works as well as ofice 
and factory building, but the figures ‘or 
new industrial building given in he 
Monthly Digest of Statistics suggest t rat 
this, together with the non-housing w >rk 
of public authorities, accounts for m ost 
of the rise. 

The prospect ahead is still uncert: in; 
there has been a fall, which is ot 
seasonal, in the beginnings of consti ic- 
tion of new houses by local authori’ es, 
but not in construction for private 
owners. In the industrial field any fal in 
work in prospect is obscured by the g :at 
amount of work in hand; it is a ma ter 
of common observation that consider: >le 
commercial building is in progress; nd 
there are considerable programmes of 
work to be carried out on roads, r.il- 
ways, atomic energy establishments, : nd 
other public services. The pessimsm 
expressed in earlier articles in this se ies 
about a delayed decline in output secms 
now to be less justified. It must be pre- 
sumed that the Government intended to 
reduce the load on the industry, as on 
other parts of the economy, and if this 
has not happened it illustrates once again 
the difficulty of predicting or influencing 
decisions relating to capital works. 


Fall in Retail Prices 


From Table B the column for the 
prices of repair and maintenance work 
has been omitted, owing to its un- 
certainty. The price indices have con- 
tinued their rise, with the pleasant 
exception of the index of retail prices, 
which shows a seasonal fall. But there 
are some features of interest; for in- 
stance, the cost of building labour has 
been revised upwards, and appears to 
have increased by a greater percentage 
than was indicated by the last increase 
in basic wages. But, although building 
labour costs have gone up since the 
beginning of 1955 fully twice as much 
as materials costs, the output price indices 
have kept closer to the lower figure; in 
other words, an increase in productivity 
has been assumed. The last two columns 
of Table A show, in fact, a considerable 
increase in materials input per man- 
month (at constant prices), and a notice- 
able increase in net output per man- 
month, especially in non-housing work. 

Here, however, we enter treacherous 
statistical ground. Reference was made 
last quarter to the tendency of Mr. 
Venning’s estimates of price changes to 
be greater than those shown in this 
article, and some possible reasons for 
this were suggested. Mr. Venning’s esti- 
mates apply essentially to new non- 
housing building work, such as offices, 
schools and factories, which is a major 
part of new non-housing work as shown 
in Table B. It now seems likely that the 
crucial difference between the estimatcs 
may lie in the treatment of mechanisatior. 

The estimates in these articles assum* 
in general that profits and overheads ar: 
a constant proportion of turnover. Sinc 
turnover has increased faster than price:

The structural system consists of a reinforced concrete frame on bore-pile foundations. Cladding materials 
externally are Portland stone, slate and Roman stone. Brickwork is of High Brooms Silver Greys. The main 
roof slab has a cast bronze eaves trim and faience soffite ; faience was also used on the rear elevations.

HEN the Broomfield Secondary School was opened in January last, it was the one hundred and fiftieth 

new post-war school to be opened in Essex. The official opening will be performed to-day by the 

Rt. Hon. R. A. Butler, MP. The school is situated on the outskirts of Chelmsford at the edge of a newly- 

developed building estate. The site is an open one and the school is light and airy. Full use has been made 
of colour and texture and the atmosphere of the school is informal. 

The school is a three-form entry school to accommodate 450 boys and girls, and is designed in accordance 
with contemporary planning principles. It is one of a number of schools planned around the *Brockhouse’ 
system of construction. This comprises a light pressed steel frame, with a module of 3 ft. 4 in., to which precast 
concrete external cladding panels are fixed. The suspended floors are of small light-weight concrete panels,

The roof is 
of woodwool slabs. The internal 
partitions to this school are 
“Paramount” partitioning. 


The bulk of the carcass of the 
‘school was factory made, in 
dry construction, with the inten- 
tion of defeating local shortages 
of site labour. 

The heating is by  oil-fired 
boilers with warm air circulated 
from cabinet heaters in each 
room.

The teaching rooms are planned 
on three floors, practical rooms on 
two, with the hall, gymnasium 
and kitchen on one floor. The 
library is at the hub of the school 
on the first floor. Circulation 
space has been almost eliminated 
by the grouping of rooms accord- 
ing to their various uses. Dual 
use has been given wherever 
possible — for instance, the hall 
and dining space adjoin so that on 
occasion each can be used as an 
overflow for the other. 


The school, which has been 
built within the cost limits set 
by the Ministry of Education, 
was designed by the County 
Architect, and the contract price 
was £129,000.

HE new wing at the junction of High-street and 
Station-approach was designed to accommodate 
a new public office on the ground floor with offices 
over. Telephone apparatus is housed on the second 
floor, and the third floor is also planned to take future 
growth of apparatus, though used initially by clerical 
staff. Welfare accommodation (dining-room and 
kitchen) is placed on the fourth floor. Batteries, 
power plant as well as conveyor equipment are placed 
in the basement, and the cable chamber, which has a 
dual entry, is located at this level. 

The building is steel framed with cavity brick 
wall cladding. Floors taking apparatus are of filler 
joist construction, other floors and roofs are of hollow 
tile construction. The roof coverings are asphalt and 
the same material is used as a waterproof membrane 
in the basement walls and floor slab. The external 
walling of the ground floor on the main street frontages 
is faced with travertine and a plinth in black Aberdeen 
granite. Metal windows and doors are purpose-made 
and are designed to suit the special requirements of a 
building of this nature. 

A feature of the public office is the conveyor system 
for letters and parcels which serves the posting box in 
Station-approach as well as the main counter. A 
postal order automatic machine is also incorporated 


in the main counter layout. Vertical ducts positioned 
along the front wall carry the telephone cables from 
the cable chamber to the apparatus on the second floor. 
Internal joinery is in mahogany whilst the surrounds 
to the Public Office windows are in teak. Two stair- 
cases and lifts go up to roof level and an entrance for 
apparatus is provided for the second and third floors at 
the rear of the building. The apparatus entry to the 
basement is by means of a ramp. 


Internal walls are plastered except the basement, 
store rooms and roof superstructures. Floor finishes 
are granolithic for staircases with non-slip nosings. 
Offices and welfare rooms have linoleum floor cover- 
ings. Apparatus rooms have wood block floors whilst 
thermoplastic tiles are used in the public office and 
dining-room. Acid resisting tiles are provided in 
the battery room. Acoustic tiles are used on the 
public office ceiling.

Only the outer walls of the Guildhall 
now remain, and it is believed that even 


' these will have to be pulled down before 


building can begin. One of the glories of 
the Hall was its timber roof, which had 
been restored only a week before the 
bombs fell. 

Immediately after the war the owners 
of many great estates in Yorkshire gave 
gifts of oak trees to York against the 
time when the wood would be needed for 
roofing and panelling the hall, and for 
the oak pillars. 

The first builders put down the founda- 
tions of the Guildhall in 1448. Not all of 
York City Council was in favour of 
rebuilding. A minority group said it 
would be nothing but a ‘sham’ and a 
‘white elephant,’ but a vote carried the 
recommendation by 33 votes to 12.

THIS OVERGROWN METROPOLIS’ with 
its hundreds of miles of dull monotony, 
with its overcrowded thoroughfares, 
with its smoke-laden atmosphere, and 
with its noble river reeking with 
miasma, is becoming every day more 
unbearable to its inhabitants.

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A Mock Arbitration 


ENTERTAINING LMBA EFFORT 


JENTERTAINMENT and _ instruction 

were subtly mixed in the course of 
the Mock Arbitration arranged by LMBA 
Central Area No. 1 and held at Derry and 
Toms’ restaurant on October 10. The 
organisers were fortunate in securing. for 
the purposes of the arbitration, the help 
of Mr. Sydney Tatchell, CBE, FRiBA, 


- who kindly consented to act as the arbi- 


trator. At a luncheon preceding the Nj ock 
Arbitration, presided over by Mr. H. 
Cowan, chairman of Central Area No. |, 
Mr. Tatchell explained the essential »rin- 
ciples governing an arbitration, anc the 
differences, and the similarities, bet\een 
them and High Court procedure. 

The Mock Arbitration itself was based 
on the book by Mr. H. B. Creswell— who 
for reasons of health was unable to 
attend—entitled ‘Jago v. Swillerton and 
Toomer.’ Briefly, the dispute was between 
a peppery colonel (Col. Jago), who was 
brilliantly impersonated by Mr. L. J. 
Bradshaw, MIOB, and ane architect 
(Toomer), played ty Mr. H. J. Mansell, 
FRICS, and a_ builder (Swillerion), 
played by Mr. C. H. Runnalls, who acted 
for the colonel in, respectively, design- 
ing and building a village hall, which as 
soon as he (the colonel) had finished pay- 
ing for it as a gift to the local village, 
fell down! The colonel was, not un- 
naturally, claiming recompense. 

Even in its abridged form, the proceed- 
ings were lengthy, and went on for nearly 
three hours, but the performers neverthe- 
less stood up to the end of their long 
ordeal without showing any signs of 
flagging. The various counsel undoubt- 
edly had the hardest task, but each 
managed to get through pages of script 
without appearing to read it. Mr. D. E. 
Woodbine Parish, MIOB, was so con- 
vincing as counsel for the claimant that 
it was felt that he had missed his 
vocation in becoming a builder rather 
than a lawyer; counsel for the architect, 
played by Mr. H. A. Close, probably had 
even more words to speak than Mr. 
Parish, but he again gave a performance 
worthy of many a QC; while Mr. R. E. 
Stenning who ought, it is true, to be get- 
ting used to these exigencies by now, did 
not fail the cast as counsel for the 
builder. Parts of witnesses were taken by 
Messrs. F. Parker (lorry driver); G. D. 
Walford (surveyor); W. .Thorner (timber 
merchant); R. F. Mansell (carpenter); W. 
Gordon Lilly (parson); and E. G. Dean 
(engineer). 

At the end of the performance, the 
audience, by a show of hands, over- 
whelmingly found in favour of Colonel 
Jago. However, Mr. Tatchell announced 
that the official verdict was to exonerate 
the architect and the builder, a verdict 
with which he, incidentally, safd he was 
in full agreement.

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WORK AT CALDER HALL 


A Description of Some of the Engineering Problems 
Solved During the Construction of the World’s First 


Atomic Energy 


({ALDER HALL Atomic Energy Power 
/ Station, Cumberland, the first in 
history to supply electricity in marketable 
quantities to a national grid system, 
was officially opened by HM _ The 
Queen on October 17. The first section 
was illustrated in our last issue. 


Faced with some unusual problems in 
this pioneer venture, the building and 
civil engineering contractors, Taylor 
Woodrow of London, by meticulous pre- 
planning and close co-ordination with the 
other organisations involved, kept the 
work always ahead of schedule, at 
times three months ahead. A _ second 
station to the order of the United King- 
dom Atomic Energy Authority, Calder 
Hall ‘ B,’ is about 75 per cent. complete; 
and is due for inauguration by mid-1958. 

The advance party, the nucleus of 
which was drawn from the construction 
of the central terminal at London Air- 
port, arrived on Tuesday, August 4, 1953. 
The first instalment of heavy mechanical 
plant followed within 24 hours. By the 
end of the first week, 120 men were fully 
employed and housed in their new 
quarters. By the end of the first month, 
there were 400 and, as work became 
available, this rate of progress was main- 
tained, the labour force reaching a figure 
of 1,100 at peak. 


The design of the plant was not com- 
plete when work began; details and 
modifications to existing details arrived 
at the site not long before construction 
began, from two to six weeks. That 
construction was carried out without a 
hitch throughout the arduous proceedings 
is a tribute to the degree of co-ordination 
that existed between the staffs of the 
Authority and those of all the contractors, 
and of the adaptability of the key workers 
at the plant. 


The reactor buildings, two for each of 
the power stations, are 120 ft. high, and 
contain thick and heavy reinforced con- 
crete shields as a necessary protection 
against the emanations from the radio- 
active core. Each reactor building was 
founded on a concrete raft, 130 ft. by 
107 ft. across and 11 ft. deep, heavily 
reinforced in both directions. The volume 
of concrete in each raft was approxi- 
mately 5,600 cubic yards, and the weight 
of reinforcing steel 270 tons. 


The rafts were constructed in four lifts 
or layers, with each lift divided into 21 
bays. Alternate bay construction was 
adopted, a period of three days being 
allowed between the concreting of altern- 
ate bays to provide for shrinkage—the 
usual practice in building the larger type 
of concrete structure. Two 7-ton derricks 
Were erected on the tracks on each side 
of the excavations made for the raft, for 
the placing of steel and concrete. 

On the foundation rafts, work began 
on the octagonal ‘ biological shields,’ the

first of their kind. The reinforced con- 
crete walls, 7 ft. thick, rose to heights of 
90 ft. above the rafts and on the east 
and west faces were pierced with holes 
and ducts. Further reinforced concrete 
shielding, in the form of envelope walls 
around the faces, was also incorporated. 


The concrete in the shields was poured 
in twenty lifts, each of 44 ft., and, as in 
the case of the rafts, laid in alternate bays 
to eliminate shrinkage. The wooden 
forms in which the concrete was poured 
were set with great accuracy—ensured by 
the erection of ‘spider’ scaffolding 
around which the shield was raised layer 
by layer. The extremely close toler- 
ances—within plus or minus 1/10th in. on 
both vertical and plan true dimensions— 
demanded for the walls of the shield were 
achieved with a complete octagonal tem- 
plate, requiring completely accurate 
workmanship in itself. 

The spider was made up of cubes of 
steel angle bars, 6 ft. x 6 ft. x 6 ft. giving 
a rigid structure to which the forms for 
shaping the inner face of the shield could 
be accurately adjusted. The structure also 
gave supports for working platforms at 
various levels and support for the 90 ft. 
plumb line on which the measurements 
were based to the necessary accuracy; the 
20 ft. long vertical charge tubes along 
which uranium is fed to the core could 
not be out of line by more than 3/16 in. 


Portable petrol internal vibrators, 
supplemented when necessary by air 
vibrators or by hand-compaction, pro- 
vided the motive power, and steam-heat- 
ing, together with the addition of calcium 
chloride, enabled concreting to go on in 
the coldest weather. Two concrete batch- 
ing plants, fed by individual 19 RB 
grabbing cranes and a central air flow 
bulk cement handling plant, supplied the 
concrete. 


The turbine hall group comprising the 
main turbine hall, control block, admini- 
stration buildings and workshops, were 
erected on more conventional lines, with 
one exception. Each of the four identical 
turbine blocks, to house turbo-alternators 
of 23,000 KW rating, was concreted in 
one lift. Teams of men working within 
the shutters gave ‘feeding’ instructions 
by telephone to those supplying them 
with concrete from the outside. Flowing 
down flexible tubes and worked on with 
vibrators inside the shutters as it reached 
the required spot, concerte for each of the 
four blocks was poured in one day, each 
block requiring 175 cubic yards at the 
steam end and 125 cubic yards at the 
alternator end. 


With English Electric and Babcock and 
Wilcox (also concerned in the Calder Hall 
contracts), Taylor Woodrow have formed 
a group ready to build similar atomic 
energy power stations to those at Calder 
Hall anywhere in the world. 
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A NEW IMPERIAL 
INSTITUTE 
MoW Scheme Disclosed 


KENSINGTON BOROUGH COUNCIL, at their 
meeting on October 16, had before them a 
report of the housing and town planning 
committee setting out a scheme for the erec- 
tion of a new Imperial Institute in the 
southern portion of Holland Park. 

The committee report that they have had 
before them a revised scheme under which, 
while the ether buildings would be 
demolished, the Colcutt tower of the 
Imperial Institute would be retained. ‘The 
proposal that the tower should remain in 
isolation does not commend itself to us as 
we consider it to be an integral part of the 
whole group of buildings, and we remain 
firmly of opinion that any scheme for the 
redevelopment of this site, which involves the 
demolition of the existing buildings, should 
be resisted. We have, therefore, recom- 
mended the County Council to refuse per- 
mission. .. .” 

In regard to the southern portion of Hol- 
land Park the committee have had ‘under 
consideration a proposal by the Ministry of 
Works to develop this site by the erection 
of a new Imperial Institute. Sketch plans 
have not yet been prepared, but the Ministry 
state that it is proposed to put up a build- 
ing of some 100,000 sq. ft. net area. The 
building, which will be comparatively low 
in height, will comprise offices, exhibition 
galleries and lecture rooms, including, pos- 
sibly, a small cinema. The Ministry also 
say that it can be taken that the building 
will be of a dignity and design in keeping 
with the functions of the Institute. 

‘In our view,’ sates the committee, ‘ there 
are no valid planning grounds upon which 
objection can be made to the proposal of the 
Ministry to use the site for a new Imperial 
Institute building, and we have accordingly 
informed the London County Counc] that 
the Borough Council have no objection to 
this project, in principle, and would like to 
be consulted again when the sketch plans 
have been prepared. We have also stressed 
the point that we are of opinion that every 
effort should be made to preserve the exist- 
ing trees On the site, and particularly those 
along its northern boundary where it adjoins 
Holland Park.’

this allows for some increase in the real 
cost of overheads, but not for an increase 
in their cost relative to the volume of 
work in the industry. At the same time 
the estimates take credit for an increase 
in labour productivity (or materials used 
per worker) which is due in part to extra 
mechanisation—that is to say, not only to 
more machines to produce more output, 
but to more machines to produce a given 
output. It is believed that Mr. Venning 
makes, in effect, the other extreme 
assumption, namely that any saving in 
the cost of producing a given output due 
to extra labour productivity is entirely 
swallowed up in higher overheads. This 
would mean that building employers in- 
stall machines, not out of any hope of 
profit, but simply as a means of escape 
from the difficulties of the labour market. 
The truth, no doubt, lies somewhere 
between the extremes, but in the mean- 
time we must repeat that the price rises 
shown in this article are not likely to be 
overestimated. In due course, the Census 
of Production will provide a check on 
the accuracy of the assumptions. 


Savings by Mechanisation 


This statistical digression may be rele- 
vant at present, because mechanisation is 
especially important in new non-housing 
work, which has lately increased so 
rapidly. It would be interesting to know 
if readers of The Builder can offer any 
recent comparisons of savings in labour 
costs due to mechanisation with the 
running maintenance and depreciation 
costs of the machinery. 

The immediate prospect for prices is 
calm; Mr. Macmillan’s plateau is not 
quite flat, but changes are likely to be 
small, with the indices moving over the 
winter in the range of 108-110. 


Building Exhibition, 1957 
SOME REGROUPING PROPOSED 


PLANS are now being completed for the 
next Building Exhibition, which will again 
be held in all the halls of Olympia, London, 
from November 13-27, 1957. 

In a statement issued this week, the 
organisers say that, as the exhibition is now 
so large, they have been considering how 
they can help visitors, particularly those 
from overseas, who have specialised interests. 
Continuing a policy which has been develop- 
ing for some years, the Builders’ and Con- 
tractors’ Plant section and the Woodworking 
Machinery will now be in the west end of 
the Grand Hall, the Empire Hall and the 
west end of the National Hall. It is hoped 
that this will make it easier for people to 
see those parts of the exhibition in which 
they are most interested without losing the 
essential character and liveliness of the past. 


Foreign Interest 


In view of the interest shown by the 
-large number of foreign visitors at the 1955 
exhibition, the organisers say, even greater 
efforts will be made during the next 12 
months to encourage architects, builders, 
contractors and overseas buyers to come to 
London for this exhibition. 


RENT CONTROL 


Government Plans to End it by 
Easy Stages 


R. DUNCAN SANDYS, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, an- 
nounced on the opening day of the Con- 
servative Party’s annual conference, at 
Llandudno, on October 11, that the Govern- 
ment have decided that the time has come 
to begin a progressive abolition of rent 
control. 

He withheld detailed proposals for sub- 
mission to Parliament, but gave a general 
indication of what the plan is likely to be. 
Of the 10m. homes in England and Wales 
which come within the ambit of the Rent 
Restriction Acts some five million belong to 
owner-occupiers, and would be subject to 
rent control if they were let. These owner- 
occupied houses will be the first freed of 
rent control, so that the owners may no 
longer be discouraged from letting. 

Rent-controlled houses now let to tenants 
will be freed as they become vacant. The 
Minister hinted that it may also be desir- 
able to decontrol ‘a slice of the higher 
valued houses.’ 

While decontrol is in progress, step by 
step, new rent ceilings will be fixed for the 
several million houses which must remain 
under control for some time longer. The 
higher rents will bear some _ reasonable 
relation to current values and maintenance 
costs. Security of tenure will be preserved 
and there will be safeguards to protect 
tenants against unduly abrupt increases in 
rent. 

Mr. Sandys emphasised that the worst 
feature of what he called the haphazard and 
obsolete system of rent control was ‘ its fear- 
ful unfairness.’ It was unfair that the land- 
lord should have to provide a private sub- 
sidy to his tenant, who might be better off 
than the landlord; unfair that two tenants 
should pay entirely different rents for 
exactly the same accommodation; unfair 
that private tenants should have their rents 
frozen while council tenants enjoyed no 
such security; and unfair that people with 
young children should have to double-up 
with their in-laws because others were hold- 
ing on to cheap rent-controlled houses with 
more rooms than they needed. 


Sale of Self-build Houses 


Mr. ENOocH POWELL, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, at Wellington, Shropshire, on 
October 12, explained an Exchequer sub- 
sidy concession which applies when self- 
build houses are sold to sitting tenants. 

Mr. Powell, who was opening the last 
house in a scheme promoted by the Wrekin 
Self-Build Housing Association, said: *‘ With 
the emphasis so much upon home owner- 
ship, with local authorities enabled and in- 
deed encouraged to sell houses for owner 
occupation, it would be an anomaly if the 
self-help associations continued to be con- 
cerned only with houses to let. My pre- 
decessor in office therefore announced over 
a year ago that self-built houses originally 
built with subsidy for letting might be sold 
by the associations to the sitting tenants; 
and it has been decided—the rule takes 
effect from May 25 this year—that in such 
cases the Exchequer subsidies already paid 
on the houses to be sold need not be 
refunded.’ 
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Builders’ Clerks’ 
Benevolent Institution 
70th ANNUAL DINNER 


‘ YHERE must be many cases of hardship 

not brought to the notice of the Jnsti- 
tution’s committee,’ said Bric. A. G. Bonn, 
CBE, MC, MICE, president of the Builders’ 
Clerks’ Benevolent Institution, at the Institu- 
tion’s 70th dinner held at the Café Royal, 
London, on October 2. The aim of the 
Institution, he said, was to assist retired 
builders’ clerks and their dependants and 
widows who needed financial assistance. The 
Institution were dependent upon financial 
contributions from builders and sub-contrac- 
tors alike, and he hoped that next year the 
subscriptions would be doubled in order ‘hat 
the Institution could extend their work to 
many more of the aged and infirm. During 
the past year their rules had been revised 
in order to increase the benevolence of the 
Institution, and he thanked everyone who 
had kindly made a donation to their finds 
this year. 

Replying to the toast of the Institution 
proposed by Sir THoMaS P. BENNETT, KBE, 
FRIBA, Mr. S. H. F. PuLLey, FRGS, the 
Institution’s hon. treasurer, quoted as a typi- 
cal case that of an old-age pensioner who 
was receiving a few shillings a week from 
the State, but whose husband was not quali- 
fied to receive a State pension and was 
granted by the Institution £52 per annum, 
and they had been advised that if this was 
increased by more than £3 5s., the excess 
would be deducted from the State pension. 

The Institution endeavoured to supple- 
ment the aid given by the State, but in so 
many cases the extent of their aid was 
limited by legislation.. Many of the persons 
assisted by the Institution were widows of 
builders’ clerks who no longer derived any 
benefit from their husband’s superannuation 
schemes. The Institution could not continue 
to function without the generous help of 
builders and the assistance they gave was 
very much appreciated by all concerned. 

Replying to the toast of ‘Our Guests,’ 
proposed by Mr. C. W. ToMPKINS, MR. E. D. 
JEFFERISS MATHEWS, OBE, FRIBA, said 
that those more fortunate than others had a 
responsibility to those less fortunate and he 
felt the Institution could be proud of the 
tangible assistance they gave to their pen- 
sioners. 


Maidenhead Building Scheme 

The Thames-side premises of Skindles 
Hotel by Maidenhead Bridge, Berkshire, are 
intersected by Mill-road, Taplow, Bucking- 
hamshire; the boundary between the coun- 
ties runs through the hotel. New plans for 
a diversion of Mill-road to make way for 
rebuilding Skindles as a 200-bedroom hotel, 
with neighbouring eight- and _ six-storey 
blocks containing 90 flats, have been !aid 
before Eton RDC as a preliminary to appli- 
cation for their outline approval. Altogether 
the proposals are for accommodation of 600 
people. 

The scheme is designed to cope with 
visitors from London Airport, who «re 
expected to increase rapidly in numbers 
during the next few years... Maidenhead 
Town Council have agreed to lease to the 
Skindles management land adjoining the 
hotel, entitling them to demolish boat houses 
on it.

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Action for Negligence 
Against Builders Fails 


JUDGE’S STRICTURES ON 
PLAINTIFF’S STATEMENTS 


At Westminster County Court on October 
10, Judge Sir Edgar Dale gave judgment 
against Thomas Francis Roche, a scaffolder, 
of 50, Hampden-crescent, Paddington, W2, 


' in an action brought by him against Holland 


& Hannen and Cubitts, Ltd., of 1, Queen 
Anne’s Gate, W1, for £200 damages for al- 
leged negligence arising out of an accident 
to him at Crawley Hill Estate, Boreham 
Wood, Herts. 

JupGce DALE said: ‘I think it is a lament- 
able thing that such a story should be 
brought forward by the plaintiff within ten 
days oi the accident after a consultation with 
his trade union secretary.’ 

Rocue, who said he had been a scaffolder 
for ten years, told the court that he had 
climbed a ladder with two scaffolding poles 
on his shoulder. As he stepped across a 
hosepipe which lay across the scaffolding, 


' the hosepipe was pulled. It rose up four or 


five inches, catching him above the shin and 
tripping him up. He put his hand against 
the brickwork of the building to save him- 
self, but it was ‘green’ and gave way. He 
fell six or seven feet, sustaining concussion 
and a fractured rib. 

Cross-examined by Mr. F. B. Purchas, 
counsel for the defence, Roche denied that 
he had made statements to the security 
officer on the site and the nurse in charge of 
the first-aid post about the wind blowing him 
off balance. Asked if he had said this to the 
police, Roche said, ‘That was the charge- 
hand’s statement, not mine.’ 

In reply to a further question, Roche said, 
‘I first mentioned the hosepipe when I filled 
in an accident form in the presence of the 
branch secretary, about ten days after the 
accident when I came out of hospital.’ 

James Fisher, a bricklayer, of 33, Payne- 
scroit-gardens, Boreham Wood, said that ke 
was working on the building at which the 
accident happened, but did not see it, as 
his back was turned to Roche. There was a 
hosepipe across the scaffolding. It had just 
been used for washing the cavity wall. 

FreD McGrory, security officer, of 14a, 
Upton-road, Watford, said that when he 
went to the first-aid hut, Roche was in bed, 
smoking and having a cup of tea. He com- 
plained of pain in his back. He said that 
when he got to the top of the scaffolding, 
the wind caught him. He put his hand for 
support on the green brickwork, and it col- 
lapsed and he fell. 

Mrs. ISABELLE CHECKETTS, state registered 
nurse, said that at the first-aid post, Roche 
told her the wind was so strong that day it 
blew him off his balance and she had writ- 
ten this in her accident book. 

P.C. HuGH Pratt, Barnet, said that Roche 
told him, ‘ I was carrying two scaffold tubes. 
a wind caught them and I fell off the plat- 

orm.’ 

Giving judgment to defendants, with costs, 
Juvce Date said: ‘I find that the hosepipe 
was there and I am inclined to think that if 
a hosepipe were left lying across a scaffold- 
ing, there might be the basis of an action for 
breach of the Building Regulations. It is a 
maiter which needs careful consideration by 
those responsible for keeping the runways 


clear. It seems easy, though a little more 
trouble, to put the pipe under the boards of 
the gangway on the tubes of the scaffolding. 

‘IT am forced to conclude that the plain- 
tiff has intentionally misled me. Until he 
saw his branch secretary, there was not a 
word said about tripping over this hosepipe.’ 


COMPLETION DATE 
EXTENDED 


Architects’ Authority Upheld by 
County Court Judge 


AT ROCHESTER COUNTY CouURT recently, 
Shave Bros., builders, of Pattens-lane, 
Rochester, sued Mr. P. J. Mason for 
£93 11s. 1d. said to be owing. 

For the plaintiffs it was stated that work 
on a bungalow built for the defendant was 
due to be completed on January 1, 1955, but 
for various reasons possession was not given 
until April 9. There was some correspond- 
ence between Shave Bros. and Mason, and 
as a result the architects wrote to the solici- 
tors of the plaintiffs in July, 1955, suggesting 
that February 19 was a fair and reasonable 
date for completion. The amount in ques- 
tion was really £35, being the amount 
allowed off the sum owed for the seven 
weeks between the two dates, at a rate of 
£5 a week. The rest of the money had been 
paid. Mr. C. R. BEDDINGTON, for plaintiffs, 
suggested that the architects had no jurisdic- 
tion to extend the date after the bungalow 
had been built. 

Mr. J. D. F. Moytan, for the defendant, 
submitted that the architects had such juris- 
diction. 

His Honour JUDGE DRUCQUER gave judg- 
ment for the defendant. He said that the 
clauses of the contract had been complied 
with and the architects were entitled to 
extend the completion date. 


PRICE RESTRAINT 
British Cast Concrete Federation 


THE Councit of the British Cast Con- 
crete Federation, one of the industries which 
initially recommended the stabilisation of 
prices, has again advised its members that 
whenever practicable they should maintain 
their existing selling prices until June, 1957. 
Many members have already individually 
announced their intention on the lines of 
the council’s recommendation. 

The cost of the industry’s wide range of 
products supplied to civil and engineering 
contracts depends entirely on raw materials, 
wages and haulage, states the council. Any 
material increases in such costs must inevit- 
ably be reflected in the selling prices and 
ultimate costs of building construction. 
Although the industry’s suppliers of raw 
materials have endeavoured to hold their 
selling prices, and now belatedly the 
nationalised industries have followed the 
lead set by private enterprise, no such assur- 
ance has been given by the trade unions. 
Any further cycles of wage increases must 
inevitably force the federation’s members to 
depart from the council’s recommendation 
as profit margins have been reduced to 
almost an uneconomic level. 

In making public this recommendation, 
the president, Mr. REGINALD H. BATEs, 
MBE, emphasised that the BCCF is not a 
price-fixing body. 
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WORK STUDY ON 
BUILDING SITES

‘NEW HOMES FOR OLD’ 
Portsmouth Demonstration of 
Improved Houses 


THREE Portsmouth terrace houses which 
are 70 years old and had no bathrooms, 
hot water systems or internal w.c.’s were 
opened to the public on October 16, to 
demonstrate how structurally sound older 
houses can be improved and given a new 
lease of life with the aid of substantial 
grants. The demonstration has been 
arranged by Portsmouth Corporation in 
collaboration with the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government. 

The houses, Nos. 140, 142 and 144, 
Malins-road, Mile End, are typical of thou- 
sands in the city. One has been left in its 
original state so that it can be contrasted 
with the improvements in the others. Each 
house, before improvement, had two living- 
rooms, kitchen and outside lavatory on the 
ground floor and three bedrooms upstairs. 

The demonstration shows how such houses 
can be brought up to modern standards. One 
form of improvement turns the back bed- 
room into a bathroom and w.c. This house 
is supplied with hot water from an inde- 
pendent boiler in the kitchen. Another 
method adds a bathroom with w.c. at the 
back of the house, thus retaining all three 
bedrooms. There is a gas hot water system. 
The two houses have thus been substantially 
improved at a cost of £609 and £635 respec- 
tively, towards which an owner could receive 
up to half in grant. The schemes have 
deliberately been made comprehensive to 
show the scope of improvement work. 

The demonstration is open to the public 
free of charge from 11 a.m. to 8 p.m. until 
November 10.

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SMOKE CONTROL 


Regulations Under Preparation 


. REGULATIONS prescribing authorised 

fuels to be used in areas of smoke con- 
trol are being prepared, and the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government intends to 
interpret strictly the section of the Clean Air 
Act which enables him to exempt from con- 
trol methods of firing, industrial or domestic, 
which are either not producing any smoke 
or not producing a substantial quantity of 
smoke. 


Mr. ENocH POWELL, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said this when he addressed the 
National Smoke Abatement Society’s con- 
ference at Southport on October 3, and an- 
nounced that the Clean Air Council, of which 
the Minister would be chairman, would 
shortly be appointed. 


Mr. Powell said that although the pro- 
visions for the prevention of dark smoke, 
grit and dust, provisions mainly affecting in- 
dustry, would not come into force until the 
spring of 1958, people must not suppose that 
they could wait until then to do something 
about their problems. Neither should they 
assume that the seven-year period of grace 
allowed any general exemption from the pro- 
hibition of dark smoke during the period. 


‘It will afford only a limited defence— 
limited in scope and limited in time,’ said 
Mr. Powell. ‘To establish the defence it 
will be necessary to prove that the emission 
of dark smoke was due to the nature of the 
building or its equipment—and not to lack 
of maintenance or improper use, and that 
the necessary alterations or new equipment 
could not have been completed by the time 
the contravention occurred. Even by the 
appointed day for this provision, 18 
months or more will have elapsed from the 
passing of the Act, so that the number of 
cases in which the defence could be pleaded 
successfully after that date are likely to be 
few, and to become progressively fewer as 
time goes on. 


Reminder to Industry 


‘It should be noted, and we hope that in- 
dustry generally will have taken notice of 
this, that the seven-year period runs from the 
passing of the Act, another reminder that if 
alterations or improvements are needed to 
comply with the prohibition against dark 
smoke they should be undertaken now and 
not deferred. 


*“ Smoke prevention,” you may say to me, 
“begins at home”; and certainly the Clean 
Air Act, when fully in force will bite on 
Government property as well as private pro- 
perty, and impose new requirements on the 
nationalised industries. I think in the first 
place of the National Coal Board’s new 
duties in relation to colliery spoilbanks. I 
think of the Admiralty in relation to naval 
vessels. I think of the chimneys of Crown 
and Government premises of all kinds. I 
think of the BTC’s railway locomotives.’ 


There were also wider responsibilities 
which the Clean Air Act had thrown into 
sharp relief. Availability of fuel for in- 
stance—the responsibility in the last resort 
of the Minister of Fuel and Power, but one 
in the discharge of which the concern of the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
with clean air, could never be left out of 
account, 


The Clean Air Council which the Minister 
would shortly be appointing would be a con- 
sultative one. ‘ There have been suggestions 
in the past that it should be an independent 
authority wielding executive powers,’ said 
Mr. Powell, ‘ but that would have been con- 
stitutionally unsatisfactory. It would have 
led to overlapping functions and would have 
impaired the Minister’s responsibility to Par- 
liament. The co-ordination of the work of 
the different Government departments is 
the province of the Government itself, and 
could not properly be undertaken by an in- 
dependent body. The Council will, however, 
work directly with the Minister—he will be 
its chairman. It will comprise representa- 
tives of all the interests concerned in the 
prevention of air pollution—industry, local 
authorities and the fuel producers. It will 
provide a forum for the discussion of all 
aspects of the problem, and should exercise 
an important influence on the development 
of future policy and progress.’ 


National Smoke Abatement 
Society’s Annual General Meeting 


Dr. R. LESSING, who has been actively 
associated with the Society and its parent 
body, the former Coal Smoke Abatement 
Society, since 1908, has been elected 
as president of the National Smoke 
Abatement Society in succession to Sir 
Ernest Smith. Sir Ernest Smith has been 
re-elected as Hon. Treasurer. The chairman 
of the executive council is-again Mr. F. J. 
Redstone, Chief Public Health Inspector, 
City of Bristol, and the deputy chairmen are 
Dr. J. S. G. Burnett, Medical Officer of 
Health, Preston, and Mr. John Innes, Chief 
Public Health Inspector, Paisley. 


These results were announced at the 
Society’s annual general meeting at the con- 
clusion of the annual conference in South- 
port on October 5. The meeting also re- 
solved that a special general meeting be held 
at an early date to consider proposals for the 
incorporation of the society and its change 
of name to National Clean Air Society. 


A resolution was passed welcoming the 
new Clean Air Act, and urging local authori- 
ties to initiate plans for publicity and educa- 
tion, and to take immediate action in order 
to be prepared to administer and to imple- 
ment the Act. It also called on the 
Government to take steps to make generally 
available ‘supplies of smokeless fuels at 
prices favourable to their use.’

British-Made Plywood for Generq| 
Purposes (BS 1455 : 1956) 


Tuis British Standard was revised to bring 
it up-to-date and to make it more compre. 
hensive that was possible with the origina] 
issue in 1948, when the timber supply 
position was difficuk. 

The standard (price 6s.) defines the kinds 
of plywood suitable for all general purposes, 
but blockboard and plywood faced with 
decorative veneer or speciality materia's are 
not dealt with. Some of these special 
finishes are, however, treated in other Eritish 
Standards. 

The standard lays down requirements for 
plywood, but does not specify the species 
of timber as there is a very wide rance of 
choice, and it is not desired to prejudice 
any particular timber, as might happen if 
some of the lesser known, but satisfactory 
species were inadvertently omitted; it is 
understood that purchasers and manufac- 
turers will agree between themselves on the 
species that shall be used. For similar 
reasons, treated or coated plywood is in 
general outside the scope of this British 
Standard, although some of the requirements 
may be applicable. ’ 

It is not necessarily intended that the 
manufacturer will carry out all the tests for 
compliance with the bonding requirements, 
but should any doubt or dispute arise the 
appendices do enable a purchaser or abitra- 
tor to ascertain that the warranty is 
substantiated.

ELECTRIC FLOOR- 
HEATING IN FLATS 


Widespread Adoption in 
Birmingham 


WARMER flats are on the way in Birming- 
ham; and electrically heated flooring is to 
go into most of the city’s new flats from now 
on. Without waiting for experiments in 
floor heating at Perry Barr to begin, the 
city’s house-building committee plunged into 
a discussion on October 4 to give the ‘ warm 
feet treatment’ to over 1,000 city flais to 
be built shortly. It would have been almost 
tive years before the flats at Perry Barr were 
completed and conclusions drawn. 

CouNCILLOR W. H. MILNER, chairman of 
the committee, said: ‘From the reports of 
the experts and from experience of authori 
ties who have already adopted the system, 
we feel that results are so good that we are 
justified in exten'ding the method.’ 

The 32 ‘ guinea-pig’ flats at Perry Barf 
are to have the heating, which will be sup- 
plied by cables running through the con- 
crete floors. So will 32 flats at Sparkbrook, 
262 at Duddeston, 160 at Castle Bromwich, 
108 at Longbridge, 198 at Ladywood and 452 
on the new Lynhurst Estate at Erdington.

OUT OF INFLATION?’ 


Definition and Solution 


Me: HUGH WEEKS, deputy chairman of 
4 the Trussed Concrete Steel Co., Ltd., 
addressing the Incorporated Sales Managers’ 
Association in collaboration with the British 
Institute of Management, at the Royal 
Festival Hall, on October 9, said that before 
we discussed what we could do about infla- 
tion perhaps we should agree what we meant 
by it. The most popular definition since the 
war has been ‘too much money chasing too 
few goods.” He went on to say that this 
was another way of saying that ‘ effective 
demand at current prices is in excess of sup- 
ply’ and in this definition it was important 
to remember the qualification ‘at current 
prices. The second version, he said, was 
perhaps more illuminating for it widened 
the scope to include labour as well as goods 
and it emphasised that the excess demand 
must be effective. In other words, he con- 
tinued, inflationary pressures could be 
reduced by more saving. 

‘The fact is that from 1951 to 1953 most 
countries were inflating, but we were inflat- 
ing more than most,’ he continued. ‘The 
effects can be expressed most simply by a 
comparison of wage costs per unit of output 
in manufacturing industry. Over the period 
from 1951 to 1953, our wage costs per unit 
rose by no less than 20 per cent. In the 
United States they rose by only 5 per cent., 
in Western Germany wage costs per unit fell 
by 3 per cent. 

‘Inflation has disturbed the balance of 
power. I believe a successful business 
depends upon tension between sales and 
production. 


‘If you take a post made’only of unrein- 
forced concrete it can resist direct compres- 
sion, but it can’t stand a sideways blow or 
a bending force. But pass a few high-tensile 
wires through a hole in the middle, apply 
tension to these wires and anchor them 
securely at each end and the post will resist 
bending as though it were a steel stanchion 
and even after being over-loaded it will 
resume its Original straightness. 


Competing With Imports 

‘| think some mention should be made 
of the side of the balancé-sheet which seems 
to have been forgotten in recent years. We 
can strengthen our overseas trading position 
both by increasing exports and reducing 
imports. I am not going to suggest any 
further import duties: but that the successful 
import of any manufactured goods should 
be a permanent challenge to British indus- 
try to compete successfully in price and 
design. Why, for example, am I unable to 
buy any British mobile tower crane which 
is in the same price range as a number of 
French and German models which pay 
import duty? Self interest and national 
interests can coincide here. 
_ ‘It believe some of the post-war wage 
inflation has been due to the belief that 
despite warnings, scares, and crises, no severe 
correcting action would be taken through 
fear of causing some unemployment. 

‘This is the very core of the problem 
for Government. In order to be sure of full 
employment (by which we should mean 


that every efficient man can get a job some- 
where) Governments have accepted the situa- 
tion of over-full employment which has 
meant that there is a choice of jobs for every 
man however inefficient he may be. Over- 
full employment is inevitably inflationary 
and this would be true however powerful 
the trade unions may be. For in such a 
situation employers offer more than the 
negotiated minimum rates in order to attract 
labour: we can see from the figures that 
weekly earnings have been rising faster than 
wage rates. 


“So here is another job for the sales sides; 
to maintain a justified air of qualified 
optimism for the future which would avoid 
decisions which could swing us over the 
hump from inflation to slump. But this 
qualified optimism must be justified. The 
techniques, the sales organisation, the 
marketing skills must be adequate to re- 
create demand if it becomes less than poten- 
tial supply.’ 


NEW MIDLANDS 
BUILDINGS 


Stoke-on-Trent College of 
Ceramics Completed 


ESCRIBED as ‘the finest of its kind in 
the world,’ the splendid new £200,000 
College of Ceramics, conceived by the 
Governors of the North Staffordshire Tech- 
nical College, Stoke-on-Trent, was brought 
into commission on September 17, though 
it will not be officially opened until all the 
equipment has been installed. The architect 
is Mr. J. R. Piggott, TD, FRIBA, City 
Architect, Stoke-on-Trent. 


The new college, which fulfils a long- 
cherished dream of those concerned with 
maintaining and, if possible, improving the 
technical excellence of Staffordshire’s pot- 
tery products is part of a £1,000,000 develop- 
ment scheme. This six-storey block of mono- 
lithic concrete, not far from Stoke railway 
station, will be the city’s first ‘ skyscraper.’ 
It has ten laboratories, seven classrooms, 
lecture hall, common room and library. 


Part of the accommodation will be de- 
voted to the training of would-be pottery 
designers. This is an entirely new departure 
and must eventually help to bridge the con- 
siderable gulf that has hitherto existed be- 
tween the designer and the man who makes 
the pot. 


Headquarters for Cycle Firm 


Work will be started early next year on 
building the £625,000 new headquarters 
of the Halford Cycle Co., Birmingham. The 
six-storey block will overlook the site of the 
company’s former premises destroyed by 
fire a year ago. The architects for the new 
building are Messrs. J. Alfred Harper and 
Son, of Birmingham. ~ 

The old site, which has been cleared and 
filled in, will become part of a big road 
island in the Inner Ring Road scheme. 

The new block, which includes an em- 
ployees’ car park, will be built of natural 
Portland stone and Westmorland green tiles. 
Administrative offices will be on the top 
floor. Under a corporation agreement the 
building will have to be modernised at least 
every 25 years. 
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SPARE-TIME WORKERS 


Householders Warned of Dangers 


HOSE who attended the South-West 

Region Conference of the Federation of 
Master Builders at Oldway, Paignton, on 
October 5, must have been impressed with 
the ‘justified warning’ to householders and 
others of the risks of having jobs done 
cheaply by building workers in their spare 
time, writes a correspondent. 

Mr. L. WILLIAMS, of Bristol, spoke frankly 
when he said, ‘ Few people having jobs done 
this way realise that if a man is injured or 
killed his dependants can claim from the 
householder he is working for.’ 

Mr. F. Joyce, of Bristol, followed this up 
by urging delegates to support a publicity 
campaign drawing the attention of the pub- 
lic to pitfalls which might confront them, 
and pointed out that, apart from the. injury 
aspect, the practice of building trade opera- 
tives carrying out week-end and evening 
work was to the detriment of the bona fide 
builder. Although, he said, people could 
not be blamed for wanting a job done as 
cheaply as possible, it was not right that it 
should be at the expense of the builder. 

‘If this kind of thing is allowed to con- 
tinue and if we are not very careful, we shall 
end up with being only sub-contractors, 
especially in country areas, where, I believe, 
the matter is more serious than in towns.” 

When the builders decided to oppose any 
further wage increases in the industry other 
than those based upon the cost of living 
index, Mr. P. WituiaMs, of Shaftesbury, 
commented, ‘ The cost of living will never 
go down where the cost of wages goes up. 

Mr. A. J. WELLS, of Bristol, said ‘We 
must strongly resist all further rises.’ 
Charges to the builders which rose every 
year could not be passed on to the public. 
Perhaps in February, and again in April 
they would be called upon for rises, yet if 
they put an extra £70 on a house in anti- 
cipation, building societies and surveyors 
would not agree to pass it on. 


LOCAL’ AUTHORITY 
EXPENDITURE 


Restrictions to Continue 


THE economy restrictions on capital 
expenditure by local authorities are to be 
continued until further notice. In a circular 
(No. 55/56) to English and Welsh local 
authorities, joint boards and committees, 
river boards, port health authorities and 
statutory water companies, Mr. Duncan 
Sandys, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, says that the Government have 
reviewed the position and have concluded 
that the restrictions must continue. 

They were imposed in February and apply 
to all loan sanctions, other than for housing, 
school building and certain major works on 
roads except where a risk to health, safety 
or other vital interests render them imprac- 
ticable. 





Dee Bridge Proposal 


Flint CC recently convened a conference 
with Merseyside authorities to consider a 
scheme to bridge the River Dee near the 
mouth at Gayton, in Wirral. The idea is 
to bridge the five-mile wide estuary at a cost 
of about £10,000,000.

Employment Situation, August 


The number in civil employment at the 
end of August was 23,095,000 after rising by 
40,000 during the month, according to the 
Ministry of Labour and National Service. 
Of this figure workers employed in building 
and contracting amounted to 1,511,000, a 
decrease of 7,000 on the revised figure pub- 
lished for July. The figure for August, 1955 
was 1,496,000. 


A Raw Deal? 


Scarborough housing committee has been 
asked by the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government to defer for six months its 
application for permission to buy cookers 
for council houses provided under the slum 
clearance scheme. The committee asked on 
October 8 that a protest against this decision 
should be made because incoming tenants in 
lower income tax groups could not afford to 
pay £20 for a gas or electric cooker to be 
installed. A recommendation to submit a 
modified application for consent to bor- 
row £3,000 to cover the first 12 months of 
the slum clearance scheme was _ passed. 
Tenants at present rent cookers from the 
corporation at 8d. a week.

List of Housing Standards

HULL HOUSING 
SITUATION 
‘Corporation Badly Let Down’ 


Hutt corporation housing committee 
learned at their meeting on October 8 that 
the waiting list for houses was now the 
largest ever, totalling 16,036, and Mr. C. H. 
POLLARD, the City Treasurer, told them that 
only 159 new houses had been provided in 


the last three months. In nine months this 
year 613 houses had been provided, and since 
the war 7,403 permanent houses had been 
built in Hull. Of the 16,036 on the waiting 
list at the end of September, 7;523 were non- 
householders, an increase of 172. In the last 
11 years accommodation had been found 
for nearly 13,000 families, including ex- 
changes. Out of 900 houses estimated to be 
produced a year, CouN. J. W. SMITH said that 
300 or 400 were needed by people affected 
by slum clearance. 

ALD. ISAAC ROBINSON, the chairman, 
alleged that the Corporation had been badly 
let down in house production, and stated that 
there were two contracts which were between 
six and eight months behind schedule. 

The effect of the contro] of rents on the 
housing position was emphasised by ALD. 
T. R. BROADBENT, who estimated that there 
were no less than 600 empty houses in Hull, 
half of which would be let in three months 
if a reasonable rent, such as the Corporation 
charged for its houses, could be secured. 

A request from the Watch Committee that 
the two per cent. allocation of Corporation 
houses for the police be continued was re- 
ferred to a sub-committee because of thé 
seriousness of the housing position. 
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ELECTRICITY IN SCHOOLS 


ELECTRIC LIGHTING 

School lighting must provide really good seeing 
conditions for children and staff for the minimum 
possible cost, while conforming to current authoritative 
codes of practice: the lowest permitted levels of 
lighting (which are mandatory) are specified in the 
Standards for School Premises Regulations 1954, of 
the Ministry of Education. 


Lighting Requirements 

There are two dominant aspects of electric lighting 
vhich are controlled by the Standards for School 
‘remises Regulations and which are also the subject 
of recommendations by the Code of the Illuminating 
‘ngineering Society (the I.E.S. Code). These are, the 
‘vel of illumination to be provided and the maximum 
ermissible brightness of any part of a lighting fitting, 
x its reflected image that may come within the 
.ormal field of view: the former is given in Table 1, 
he latter is as follows : 

“In all teaching accommodation no luminous part 
f any lighting unit, or mirrored image thereof, having 
a maximum brightness greater than 1,500 foot- 
lamberts or an average brightness greater than 1,000 
foot-lamberts, shall be visible to any occupant in a 
normal position within an angle at the eye of 135° 
from the perpendicular from the eye to the floor.”’ 

The 1948 British Standard Code of Practice on 
school lighting being in process of revision, architects 
should base their plans for lighting on the I.E.S. Code 
wherever possible. It must be pointed out, however, 
that this Code is in conflict with the Ministry of 
Education requirements on maximum _ permissible 
brightness. A strict reading of the latter would seem to 
rule out the use of open shades for filament lamps 
when liable to give rise to mirrored images, and to 
eliminate fluorescent lamps unless mounted in a 
fitting which conforms with the M.O.E. requirements. 


Selection of Lamps 

Their high efficiency, low brightness and freedom 
from hard shadows, put fluorescent lamps technically 
in the forefront for school lighting, but where capital 
outlay is severely controlled, as is so often the case in 
this class of building, their use must be justified on 
cost as well as on performance. The new Warm White 
fluorescent lamps, which are the most efficient, give 
three times the lighting service for the same cost of 
electricity as equivalent filament lamps, and lamp 
renewal cost is almost identical since their light output 
is maintained at its standard level for five times as 
long. 


Running Costs 

The saving in running cost (i.e. of electricity con- 
sumed and lamps replaced) of a fluorescent lamp over 
a filament lamp providing the same light output, 
approximates very closely to that given by the 
formula :

From the above it will be clear that the use of 
fluorescent lamps is particularly economical in those 
P| parts of the building used beyond normal day school 
hours: in other cases their technical advantages may 
well outweigh their higher capital cost, e.g. in kitchens, 
art and craft rooms, and workshops where their 
superior lighting characteristics are particularly 
desirable. 








Classroom Lighting 
Since an even distribution of light is required over 
the whole of the working area, the lighting arrange- 
[ ment for classrooms tends to follow a symmetrical 
pattern with slight modifications necessitated by

The efficiency of fluorescent lamps has now been 
improved to the stage when a 4 ft., 40 watt lamp gives 
slightly more light than a 150 watt filament lamp, in 
consequence of which, 40 watt fluorescent lamps may 
be used with advantage instead of filament lamps. 








The arrangement shown in Fig. 2b makes a 
very simple and inexpensive installation since only

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BUILDING THE 
HOUSE OF GOD 
By F. BRUCE BROWN 


The following article appeared in a 
recent issue of the Journal of the Royal 
Architectural Institute of Canada, and 
was given by Mr. Brown to the gradu- 
ating class of the  Divinity-School, 
McMaster University, when he received 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Laws. 


MHE two great wars have marked two 

distinct epochs in this century. One 
by-product of each has been a searching 
look, a re-examination, or a re-appraisal 
of all things religious. This inevitably 
carries in its train a corresponding adjust- 
ment in the structures that are built to 
house religious activities. 

Among Baptist, Presbyterian and 
United Churches the most significant 
change which emerged after the first 
world war, and not without considerable 
struggle, has been the adoption of what 
we rather loosely call the chancel. The 
chancel plan has gained the ascendancy 
in out opinion for two reasons. On the 
positive side, it lends itself to a more 
effective focal centre for worship, and 
on the negative side it eliminates the 
awkward situation which exists when 
choir and congregation are compelled to 
face one another throughout the greater 
part of a service. As the Rev. John R. 
Scotford has so aptly said, ‘It is un- 
pleasant to be stared at, especially when 
we are not doing anything.’ 

Therefore, consciously or otherwise, 
the chancel arrangement has gained 
almost universal favour. 


The Rectangular Plan 


For almost identical reasons the semi- 
circular or square plan with semi-circular 
seating has become less acceptable. In 
such a plan every worshipper can see, 
or be seen by, approximately, half the 
congregation. By contrast in the long 
rectangular plan that has gained accept- 
ance, each worshipper can see, or be seen 
by, a very limited number. When we 
remind ourselves that churches are built 
for the penitent as well as for the joyful, 
for the widow as well as for the bride, 
and that we stress the right of each 
individual to adopt his own interpreta- 
tion of scripture, we can readily under- 
stand why the long plan is preferred. It 
provides a more relaxed atmosphere and 
permits a greater opportunity for the 
individual to profit from the worship 
and to think his own thoughts. 

it is not our purpose to dwell on this 
aspect of church building, but rather to 
seek what is truly significant in the diver- 
gent trends that have multiplied on every 
hand since the second world war. 

At the present time, we are in the 
throes of a struggle to find suitable 
expression for our religious convictions 
in terms of forms and materials that are 
in keeping with our time. 

Church architecture is undergoing a 
revolution. Everyone is taking note of 
the new churches that are being built. 
There is a new tolerance, a new interest, 


a new desire to march 

with the times. 

Opinions all the way 

from violent dis- 

approval to enthusias- 

tic admiration are 

being expressed. Who 

can say that this is an 

unhealthy state_—_— oof 

affairs? We must 

surely agree that a 

great broadening of 

interest in church 

building is not too 

great a price to pay 

for the ‘revolution.’ 
Not only do we find 

a bewildering diver- 

gence in ideas 

expressed by architects 

young and old, but we 

have the perplexing 

spectacle of world 

renowned architects 

producing church 

designs based on 

totally different con- 

ceptions of what a 

church should be. In 

a recent daily paper, 

we saw some designs, 

one by the renowned 

Frank Lloyd Wright 

and one by the almost 

equally renowned Eero 

Saarinen. The former has designed a 
church that is essentially a shelter with 
clear glass walls permitting the wor- 
shipper to keep in close contact with the 
world he has left outside, and the latter 
has designed a church that is essentially 
a refuge, without windows except for a 
skylight, permitting the worshipper to 
escape for a time from the world he has 
left outside. Both were prize winning 
designs. Perhaps they are both right 
because of varying circumstances. 
Amidst this weiter of conflicting ideas, 
this widespread confusion, how shall we 
distinguish the main path of progress 
from experimental by-ways ? 

We must, of course, acknowledge the 
fact that people are different. In New 
York, a few years ago, we found that 
one large church was conducting three 
different types of service each Sunday. 
They might be roughly described as 
evangelical, Quaker, and formal. They 
recognised that among their own mem- 
bership there was value in providing each 
group with the type of service that met 
their need. It would seem that we cannot 
expect to find complete unanimity. Some 
concepts or attitudes may be common to 
all, but within the framework of the 
Christian Church there is room for con- 
siderable latitude. 

‘I find I never weary of great churches,’ 
said Robert Louis Stevenson. ‘ Mankind 
was never so happily inspired as when it 
made a cathedral.’ 

It is difficult to quarrel with those who, 
from long and intimate associations with 
building forms of other centuries and 
other lands, maintain their preference for 
them, and resist change. On the other 
hand, to resist change is to resist the 
inevitable. Whether we resist it or not, 
nothing in this world is so certain as 
change.

Let us be honest with ourselves. 
Suppose the builders of the Middle Ages 
had had full knowledge of King 
Solomon’s Temple, and suppose they had 
decided to perpetuate its design. Is it 
not conceivable that Robert Louis 
Stevenson, not to mention ourselves, 
might never have seen a Gothic 
cathedral? Change is not always 
synonymous with progress, but it is an 
indispensable component. 


False Impressions 


We do not believe that opposition 
exists in any serious degree to the idea 
of building churches that are a faithful 
expression of our day and age. We 
believe that opposition arises when one 
sees buildings which are claimed to em- 
body this idea, but which, unfortunately, 
create the impression that our faith is 
only a few years old, and that Christ was 
crucified in 1956. This simply is not true, 
and neither are the buildings which seem 
to say this. 

Here we come to the heart of the 
matter and to our chief stumbling block. 
This is the problem that must be solved 
if architecture in our day is to become 
‘the handmaid of religion’ as it has been 
in times past. 

As churchmen, we expect our buildings 
to be functional and worshipful. We do 
not object to buildings that are true to 
our time provided they are also true to 
our past. For we have a past, a glorious 
past. We must insist that our new build- 
ings express in a satisfactory manner the 
fact that our religion is part of a great 
body of more than 19 centuries of 
Christian experience. . 

As one contemplates the newer build- 
ings, one can detect complete disregard 
for this latter consideration in some cases, 
while in others it is recognised, at least 
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partially. We have all noticed the 
increasing use of the cross on protestant 
church buildings and can only applaud 
this trend. In contrast to the crucifix, the 
empty cross, symbol of finished redemp- 
tion, is the greatest universally accepted 
Christian symbol. 

However, we note a tendency to seize 
upon the use of this symbol to carry the 
full burden of relating a design to our 
historic past. Surely the building should 
proclaim its purpose without the absolute 
necessity of using the cross to distinguish 
it from secular buildings. 

We also note a tendency to build too 
cheaply. At a time when the gross 
national product is the highest ever, is 
it not sad to hear of churches which 
actually boast that they have built a 
house of God for 75c a cu. ft. when they 
have almost certainly built their own 
houses at a cost of $1.00 a cu. ft.? This 
is not a plea for extravagance, but a 
plea for a reasonable attitude toward 
church building costs. One that is com- 
patible with our professed beliefs. 


What may we say that will help us to 
appraise properly these new church build- 
ings? Our greatest concern is for the 
interior which is, after all, the reason for 
building. What shall we expect of it? 


The Focal Point 


Before we attempt to reply perhaps we 
should try to answer the question—what 
do we build a church for? Is it not to be 
a gathering place for the faithful where 
they may be led in worship, and where 
their faith may be nourished and pro- 
pagated? The Rev. C. Harry Atkinson 
writing in the Christian Century answers 
our question in these words, ‘ The trend 
of protestantism today is not to lay less 
emphasis on the importance of good 
preaching, but so to design the building 
that the preacher, the choir, the architec- 
ture, and the congregation are oriented in 
thinking and attitude toward some honest 
and simple focal point indicative of the 
reality and presence of God.’ If we are 
in substantial agreement with these state- 
ments, it follows that we shall expect to 
find the space for the congregation so 
arranged that the worshippers shall have 
a clear view of the centre for worship, 
and that the lines of the interior should 
help lead all eyes to the chancel with as 
little competitive distraction as possible. 


Should the interior be high or low? In 
our Opinion, proportion is the greatest 
single factor in establishing the desired 
mood. Generatly speaking, we find that 
an interior that is broad with a low 
ceiling suggests rationality and intellectu- 
ality as in a concert hall, whereas we find 
that an interior that is narrow with a high 
ceiling suggests spirituality and mystic- 
ism, as in the great Gothic cathedrals. 
Generalities are dangerous, but we don’t 
believe that it is any accident that the 
greater number of classical and Renais- 
sance churches were built in southern 
climes and that the greater number of 
Gothic structures were built in the north. 
Do not the classical and Renaissance 
churches of Rome suggest ‘complete- 
ness,’ the answer to everything? And do 
not the northern Gothic cathedrals 
suggest struggle, a reaching up, and a 


continual striving toward ultimate truth? 
Do we not find a lesson here? May we 
not profit by the application of it? 

Now if we agree on a plan with a focal 
area, is this all? It seems to us that this 


‘is exactly what some designs accomplish, 


focus period. Is not something more 
required? Surely as we dwell upon the 


ideas represented by the communion y, 


table, or upon the lessons read to us from 
the lectern, or upon the lofty ideals 
expounded from the pulpit, our reaction 
will be one of uplift. To meet a strong 
hard horizontal line at the back of the 
focal centre is to meet with frustration. 
This is the place for emphasis upon the 
ascending line to assist the upward flow 
of the thoughts. engendered by participa- 
tion in the acts of worship. 


Lighting Treatment 


What shall we look for in lighting? 
Whether it be daylight or artificial light, 
a considerable amount of’ experimenting 
is taking place. It goes without saying 
that in either case it should be adequate. 
Should the chancel and the nave be 
equally lighted, or should one or the 
other have preferred treatment? Is it 
good to have a glass wall to light the 
congregation, and to have small windows 
and artificial light for the chancel? Is it 
desirable that the congregation have a 
clear view of the street, the grove, or the 


“sea, or is it desirable that these should be 


excluded to facilitate concentration upon 
the centre of worship? These questions 
are asked because these experiments have 
been tried. If we keep before us our 
purpose in building, we can be confident 
that these questions will answer them- 
selves. 

To describe church interiors, we used 
to hear the adjectives beautiful, inspiring 
and worshipful. We have noted a ten- 
dency recently to hear in their place the 
adjectives striking, exacting and dramatic. 
Is this tendency healthy? Is it desirable? 
The answer is left to each one of you. 

Fortunately, this address has not been 
illustrated. If it had been, you would 
have connected what has been said with 
the pictures and that would possibly have 
stifled your imagination. 
followed thus far, you have pictured in 
your own minds some ideas, some dreams 
you would like to test in reality. It 
matters not that we agree. In fact, com- 
plete agreement is not to be expected. 
What does matter is that each one of us 
should have convictions of our own. 

You gentlemen who are about to enter 
a larger field of service can exert a con- 
siderable influence toward better church 
building. Changes are upon us that 
cannot be denied. Your convictions and 
leadership can contribute greatly. They 
can help to ensure that experiments which 
will be tried will be guided in the direc- 
tion of true progress based upon reason 
and understanding. 

As a sensitive concert artist responds 
to an understanding audience, so a sensi- 
tive architect will respond to the spirit of 
the congregation for whom he labours. 
We can expect great church architecture 
when devoted architects are inspired by 
the high purpose of their calling, and are 
supported by the understanding enthu- 
siasm of spiritually minded people.

SHOPS AND STORES To-DAy. By Ellis E, 


Somake, FRIBA, and _ Rolf  Hellberg, 
FRIBA. (London: B. T. Batsford, Ltd) 
Price 63s. 


HE design of shops and department 
stores has received greatly increased 
attention of recent years, especially in the 
United States. The arts of planning and 
display have been subtly exploited on a wide 
scale with the object of separating the 
citizens from their currency as swiftly and 
smoothly as possible. The theoretical dis- 
advantages of the overspending thus 
induced are for the consideration of the 
moralists and the economists. Competi- 
tion presses hard on all retailers, and it is 
only natural that they should wish to make 
their premises as attractive as possible in 
order to retain or increase their share of 
business. Architects, lighting and display 
experts and other specialists have gladly co- 
operated to help them in this object, and 
as the study of this book clearly shows, with 
considerable success. 

Messrs. Somake and Hellberg, products 
respectively of the Bartlett School of Archi- 
tecture, London University, and the Birming- 
ham Schoo] of Architecture, with the help 
of four specialist contributors, deal compre- 
hensively in this book with the design, 
planning, construction, display, lighting, 
colour treatment, furnishing and equipment 
of shops and stores, the text being hand- 
somely supported by 121 illustrations, plans 
and other technical drawings and _photo- 
graphs of current work, British and foreign. 
Mr. Frederick Gibberd writes on ‘The 
Centre,’ drawing on his experience at Harlow 
to establish some useful town planning 
principles (including, of course, that of the 
pedestrian precinct); Mr. Arthur Symes 
writes on ‘ Display Policy ’; Mr. Hugh Olson 
on ‘ Illumination ’; and Mr. T. E. Dunwoody 
on ‘ Mechanical Services ’; the joint authors 
concentrating on ‘Site Selection,’ ‘The 
Speciality Shop,’ ‘The Department Store,’ 
‘ Self-selection and Self-service,’ ‘ The Shop- 
front,’ ‘ The Interior,’ ‘Equipment and Fur- 
nishings’ and ‘Realisation.’ Eight appen- 
dices give valuable technical information on 
Numbers of Shops in the Average Market 
Town, Space Requirements in Planning, Dis- 
play Window Recommendations, Types and 
Characteristics of Light Sources, Lumen 
Output and Life of Lamps, Recommended 
Light Sources for Various Trades, Lighting 
Economics, and Materials and Finishes. 

The special requirements of a great 
variety of businesses are considered in detail, 
those of the department store being demon- 
strated by plans and photographs of one 
of the latest and most successful, the Owen 
Owen Store, at Coventry, designed by 
Messrs. Rolf Hellberg and Maurice Harris. 
Human psychology appears to be the factor 
that, perhaps more than any other, deter- 
mines the design of shops and stores, and 
the cardinal principle is to employ every 
device likely to attract the customer and 
produce sales. The book shows what these 
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devices are in great variety. The cardinal 
Ferror is to put any sort of obstacle in the 
way of entry oF sales. Even the entrance 
door, which to-day is often only a sheet of 
plate glass, seems likely to be superseded 
by the device of the warin-air curtain, which 
is becoming very pepular in Germany and 
Switzerland. All the work shown is in the 
modern idiom, and most of it looks very 
attractive. { 

The authors are to be congratulated on 
the production of a book that should appeal 
not only to architects but to all interested ~ 
in the design of shops and stores. One 
small point: In the chapter on * The 
Interior, the authors say that ‘striped wall- 
paper, running across the ceiling of a narrow 
corridor, will increase the apparent width.’ 
Our understanding of this optical .illusion is 
the reverse.

ARCHITECTURE, NATURE AND Macic. By 
W. R. Lethaby. (London: Gerald Duck- 
worth and Ce., Ltd.) Price 16s. 


‘yj /’E were all impressed by Lethaby’s 
book, but none of us could make 
much of it, wrote the late Sir Reginald 
Blomfield, of Architecture, Mysticism and 
Magic, published in 1891. ‘I can recall,’ he 
added, ‘the half hint of his disappointment 
that 1 had not, as he put it, signalled to 
him “from deep to deep” when his book 
appeared, for his vision ranged over wider 
fields than mine.’ 
The book went out of print and Lethaby, 
describing it as ‘very insufficient and in 
many ways feeble,’ confessed he was pleased 
that it should be unobtainable. But the 
subject continued to haunt him, and 
in 1928 he returned to it in a series of 
articles in The Builder under the title of 
Architecture, Nature and Magic, and these 
are now republished in the book under 
notice, with a biographical note by Mr. 
Alfred Powell. 
Lethaby’s chief purpose was simple 
enough; it was, in his own words, ‘to open 
up a view of building and crafts wider than 
aesthetic appreciation, an understanding 
deeper than chronological cataloguing,’ and 
he showed by many quotations from the 
works of anthropologists, archaeologists and 
others, and, of course, from his own 
observations, how building ‘in its earliest 
manifestations and long after had been 
Sdominated by man’s superstitions and 
contacts with nature; that ‘at the inner 
heart of ancient building were wonder, 
Worship, magic and symbolism.’ A second-, 
ary but important purpose was to condemn 
“the manufacture of sham antiquity in our 
buildings.’ ‘ Look,’ he wrote, ‘at our sham 
classic business premises and cinemas and 
our sham gothic churches! I am sure for 
myself that such trivial make-believing too 
long persisted in must mean national decay.’ 


The book, in fact, contains many. echoes 
from his earlier Architecture (1911); this, for 
instance: ‘Our western architectural 
methods of designing whim-works in the 
ham styles can hardly compete with such 
symbolical art [as the temple at Boro Boddor 
n Java]; common sense is the only way open 
0 us. Those ancient works were imitations 
fo ( paradise; ours are exercises in commercial 
) grandeur” and advertising vulgarity. 
Jesign must have some motivating idea in it; 
hat idea can we modern people think 
-Xcept structure for reasonable service? ” 


The battle for common sense has been 
virtually won, but Lethaby’s book, though 
he still professed to be dissatisfied with his 
researches, will continue to stand as a short, 
readable account of man’s early conceptions 
of the universe and of his attempts through 
his buildings to relate himself to higher 
things. The book is illustrated by many of 
Lethaby’s own sketches and by numerous 
photographs.

ARCHITECTURAL CONSTRUCTION. THE CHOICE 
OF STRUCTURAL DESIGN (Second Edition).

SINcE the first edition of this book was 
published in 1947 economic conditions in 
the United States’ building industry have 
caused important changes. The second 
edition offers a comprehensive view of the 
more useful types of construction and the 
new features of building design available 
to-day. While parts of the book will be 
of use to American architects only, there 
are many chapters that will be of interest 
to architects and structural engineers in this 
country. The book deals, in a problem- 
solving way, with making appropriate 
choices for the structural portions of a 
building as governed by the geographical 
location, site conditions, type of occupancy, 
equipment, and architectural design. It 
describes contemporary fireproofing details 
for steel assemblies and similar practical 
considerations as well as designs utilfsed in 
coliseums and aircraft hangars. Diagrams, 
drawings, tables and photographs show to 
good effect the problems the author raises 
and deals with. 


MODERN’ BRICKMAKING. Fourth edition 
By Alfred B. Searle. Pp. 734. Illustrated. 
(London: Ernest Benn.) Price 90s. 


THE SCIENTIFIC discoveries and the appli- 
cation of scientific methods of investigation 
and control of brick manufacture during the 
past 40 years, since this book was first pub- 
lished, have improved the quality of many 
kinds of bricks and have made possible the 
manufacture of bricks in this country on a 
scale scarcely thought possible. During 
this time a large amount of information has 
accumulated relating to clay-working and 
this has been inserted in the present edition. 
The application of X-rays enabling the 
atomic structure of bricks to be ascertained; 
studies in base exchanges; process of de- 
airing; physical changes when drying; tunnel 
kilns with cars; these are but a few of the 
many exciting new discoveries discussed. 
The changes in design of some of the 
machines used in the manufacture of bricks 
has necessitated the revision of much of the 
text. 


ECHANICAL AND ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT 
FOR BuiLpINGs. Third Edition. By the 
late Charles Merrick Gay. This edition 
by Charles De Van Fawcett and William 
J. McGuiness. Pp. 564. Illustrated. 
(New York: John Wiley and Sons. Lon- 
don: Chapman and Hall.) Price 68s. 


THIS NEW edition, by Professor Fawcett 
and Professor McGuiness, has been exten- 
sively revised and expanded to bring the con- 
tents entirely up to date. The section on 
lifts and escalators has been enlarged; the 
chapters on ac and dc machinery simplified; 
underfloor duct systems are treated for the 
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first time; and much new data is presented 
on recently developed pumps, baseboard 
heating, forced warm air heating, radiant 
heating, zoning systems and controls for hot 
water heating. Many typical problems are 
offered for practice along with the solutions. 


HANDBOOK OF ENGINEERING MATERIALS. 
Edited by Douglas F. Miner and John B. 


Seastone. Pp. 1,093. (New York: John 
Wiley and Sons. London: Chapman and 
Hall). Price 140s. 


THis AMERICAN HANDBOOK is designed to 
meet a need, chiefly among engineers, for a 
single source of authentic and useful infor- 
mation on the usual materials of manufac- 
turing and construction. It is most common 
to have almost a library on this subject 
alone. However, at the expense of being 
something less than all-inclusive or 
exhaustive in any given sphere of technical 
information, the handbook presents sufficient 
data to form a useful guide to the selecting 
of a wide range of materials and suggests 
sources of more complete information. In 
scope it is more complete fhan a technical 
dictionary, but less detailed than special 
textbooks. The materials are grouped by 
classes to permit a ready comparison of 
materials that are competitive. The style 
of the book is rather that of a great many 
facts with a minimum of descriptive text. 
The text of the handbook is well substan- 
tiated with drawings, graphs and tables. 


THE TECHNOLOGY OF CEMENT AND CONCRETE. 
By Robert F. Blanks and Henry L. 
Kennedy. Pp. 422. Illustrated. (New 
York: John Wiley and Sons. London: 
Chapman and Hall.) Price 88s. 


THIS BOOK is the first part of a projected 
two-volume work written to serve people 
having an interest in one of the most import- 
ant materials in the building industry. It 
deals with mainly the American facet of 
the product. The book tells in logical order 
the known facts about the materials used in 
concrete making. Particular attention is 
given to the subject of Portland cement. The 
book also discusses, in detail, cement aggre- 
gates. Throughout emphasis is given to 
other phases of the overall subject about 
which information is scattered and not 
readily available. The book is well illus- 
trated with photographs and diagrams. 
Volume II of this work will deal with the 
most effective combinations of the various 
materials and with the properties and uses 
of the resulting concretes.

Tuts volume contains the papers given 
at the Conference of the United Nations 
held at Geneva from August 8 to 20, 1955, 
some 64 in all, dealing with the legal, 
administrative, health and safety aspects of 
the large-scale use of nuclear energy, 
together with discussions.

that need to be taken. 
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IMPROVING CHURCH ACOUSTICS 
WITH SOUND REINFORCEMENT

THE FOLLOWING article, which has been 
circulated by the Commonwealth Scien- 
tific and Industrial Research Organisa- 
tion, originally appeared in ‘Architecture 
in Australia. (Vol. 44, No. 4, pages 
120-121, October-December, 1955.) 


HE provision of good acoustics in 
churches has always been difficult, 

as the satisfactory presentation of music 
and of speech requires acoustic condi- 
tions that are in conflict. For church 
music long reverberation is desirable, 
whereas for intelligible speech short 
reverberation is necessary. The reverbera- 
tion time of most churches is naturally 
rather long because of their size and the 
materials from which they are built, and 
this favours the music at the expense of 
the speech. Attempts to overcome this 
difficulty have been made largely by 
speaking slowly and_ deliberately, 
although the use of electronic sound rein- 
forcement has been tried in many of the 
larger churches, often with disappointing 
results. Recent experimental work, both 
abroad and in Australia, has suggested 
some of the reasons for these results and 
the steps that may be taken to obtain 
quite considerable benefits from the use 
of amplification for speech. These de- 
velopments are discussed more fully 
below, and the results are presented in a 
manner suitable for general application. 


Church building forms and music have 
evolved over many centuries, so that 
present-day traditions are largely con- 
nected with what was acoustically pos- 
sible in the Middle Ages when buildings 
were commonly constructed in stone, had 
high arched ceilings and because of the 
lack of any acoustic absorbents had a 
great amount of reverberation. Church 
music, therefore, was aided by this long 
reverberation, so that slow stately move- 
ment was the general rule. More recently, 
services have increasingly included a ser- 
mon when the preacher seeks to implant 
new thoughts in the minds of his congre- 
gation, and for clarity of speech a rever- 
berant building is far from suitable, since 
the echoes of syllables will tend to slur 
and mask the following syllables unless 
the preacher speaks slowly. 

Excessive Cost 

The inclination of an acoustic consul- 
tant when faced with such a problem is 
to suggest that some absorption be added 
to the building to reduce the reverbera- 
tion to a value more satisfactory for 
speech, but this is not feasible. Although 
short reverberation is necessary for satis- 
factory speech, long reverberation is re- 
quired to build up the sound level in 
large buildings, acoustic materials are 
difficult to introduce architecturally in a 


traditional building and the cost, com- 
monly of the order of one to two thou- 
sand pounds, is probably greater than 
any expected return. 


The other possibility is the use of a 
sound reinforcing system. The usual type 
has a microphone near the pulpit and the 
sound therefrom is amplified and fed to 
a number of loudspeakers situated along 
the sides of the church and directed 
downwards to the congregation. In such 
a system it is inevitable that a listener 
will be conscious that whilst the sound 
is obviously produced by the preacher 
it is actually coming from some point 
near at hand, either in front or behind. 
This arrangement is rather similar to 
listening to a radio whilst watching the 
related performance, and aithough the 
intelligibility might be adequate, the divi- 
sion of visual and aural attention must 
reduce the total concentration. 


Overseas research studies recently pub- 
lished have pointed to possible means of 
improving a reinforcing system. A Ger- 
man worker, Haas, showed that if a per- 
son hears a sound followed within 1/20 
sec. by an echo (even if considerably 
louder and from a totally different direc- 
tion) all the sound appeared to come 
from the original source. British workers 
have used techniques with electronic 
equipment for introducing delays, to- 
gether with the directional effect of a 
column of loudspeakers, and have made 
it possible in St. Paul’s, London, for the 
first time to hear from the nave what is 
being said in the pulpit. 


Loudspeaker Arrangement 


As electronic delay equipment would 
probably cost at least as much as all the 
rest of the system and require far more 
maintenance, it would be desirable, if 
possible, to determine what improvement 
can be obtained without the use of delay 
equipment. Consequently, experiments 
have been conducted in three halls in 
Melbourne—the Exhibition Building, the 
Frank Paton Memorial Presbyterian 
Church in Deepdene and St. John’s 
Anglican Church in Camberwell. Perma- 
nent systems have since been installed in 
both churches. St. John’s was _ sub- 
sequently totally destroyed by fire. 


In each case, standard microphones and 
amplifiers have been used, but the 
speaker systems are specially constructed. 
They consist of a number (about four) 
of normal loudspeakers arranged in a 
column. Such a column directs most of 
the sound energy in a beam which is nar- 
row in the vertical and wide in the hori- 
zontal direction. This pattern of sound 
distribution is due to the fact that the 
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energy which is directed somewhg 
upward.and downward from one speaker 
interferes with that from the othe 
speakers and the result is a sound of low 
intensity. On the other hand, the soung 
energy directed horizontally, reinforce 
that from the other speakers, and most of 
the energy is therefore contained in 4 
horizontal ‘ fan.’ 


In practice, the whole column must, of 
course, be tilted forward somewhat g9 
that the fan of sound covers the whole 
congregation, roughly so that a line from 
the centre of the column and at right 
angles to it meets the plane of the lis. 
teners’ ears about half-way down the 
church. Again, the speaker column 
should be, mounted above and siightly 
behind the microphone to ensure that the 
sound from the loudspeaker does not 
reach the listeners before that from the 
preacher. The impression will then be 
that all the sound is coming from the 
preacher despite the fact that the total 
power is so great that an amplifying 
system is obviously being used. 


Possible Imprevement 


Theoretical studies have been made of 
the improvement possible by this tech- 
nique. For the unaided voice, the intelli- 
gibility of the sound over the main body 
of a church is related to the volume of 
the church and its reverberation time in 
the manner shown in Figure 1 (a). Few 
Australian churches of volume above 
100,000 cu. ft. will have a reverberation 
time less than two sec. and the acoustics 
will be fair to poor or worse, perhaps 
better described as adequate only for 
persons of normal acuity and with 
strained attention. Since in a church, 5 to 
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halls of various volumes and reverberation 
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The fact that Tayco boilers are installed in all the 
new towns round London is further evidence to 
architects and builders that Tayco are outstanding 
for their fuel efficiency, their good design and 
their economic price. For full details of all rayco 
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to 10 per cent. of a congregation will 
probably be below normal acuity and 
attention should not need to be strained, 
it seems likely that churches of this 
volume and more need some sound rein- 
forcement system. With a directional 
Joudspeaker system (i.¢., with speaker 
columns) the intelligibility can be greatly 
improved (see Figure 1 (b)) and few, if 
any, churches would then have acoustics 
outside the range very good to excellent. 
The improvement obtained in the three 
experimental installations compared well 
with that estimated from the figure. Non- 
directional amplification when tried in 
the same buildings gave little improve- 
ment-—as the theory would predict—and 
had the very serious drawback of acous- 
tical feedback causing howling. 


An installation requires a standard 
microphone—preferably with a cardoid 
response, so that sounds from the front 
are emphasised—a standard amplifier 
and a suitably located speaker column. 
The cost would probably be less than a 
multiple speaker installation. The length 
of the speaker column, the forward angle 
of tilt, the distance to the rear of the 
church and the height of the centre of 
the column are related as shown in Figure 
2, the use of which is explained in the 
Appendix. The forward tilt of the speaker 
column is probably somewhat difficult 
architecturally, since sloping lines are not 
usual—this tilt is, however, essential for 
the correct operation of the column. The 
amount that the top projects horizontally 
beyond the bottom of the column de- 
pends only on the length of the church— 
about 2} ft. for a length of 50 ft., 
1 ft. 10 in. for 100 ft., 1 ft. 5 in. for 200 ft. 


In one of the installations already com- 
pleted the speaker column has been 
enclosed in alterations to grill work of 
the organ (although this has entailed 
having the speaker column slightly in 
front of the microphone and so decreased 
the illusion of the source of the sound). 
In the second, two channels were required 
and the speaker columns were erected in 
full view of the congregation and in un- 
obtrusive materials with a frank expres- 
sion of their inherent shape. In both, the 
result is architecturally pleasing. 


Electronic Delay Systems 


The use of electronic delay systems 
mentioned earlier was found unnecessary 
and because of its cost and necessary 
maintenance was not recommended. In 
fact, few Australian buildings exceed 
200 ft. in length and seeing that one 
column of speakers could adequately 
cover such a length at the Exhibition 
Building (with a reverberation time of 
four sec.) it seems that an electronic delay 
System would be necessary in only the 
a ag and most difficult of Australian 

alls. 


The success of the method of sound 
Tteinforcement described is perhaps best 
shown by the typical comment offered by 
a number of people who did not feel that 
sound reinforcement was necessary— it 
is NOW much easier to listen.’ This reac- 
tion resulting from an improvement of 
the acoustic conditions for speech in two 


typical church buildings indicates the 
truth of the general description ‘ suitable 
to persons of normal acuity with strained 
attention.” The use of loudspeaker 
columns for speech purposes alone 
ensures that the listening conditions for 
music are unchanged. 


Such a system, therefore, will provide, 
even in conditions where listening to a 
lecturer or preacher is very difficult and 
trying, excellent conditions for both 
preaching and music. 


APPENDIX 


The use of Figure 2, which enables the 
design and position of a speaker column to 
be determined from the known length that 
it is desired to cover with sound reinforce- 
ment, is best illustrated with an example 
such as that following: 


‘I have a church 60 ft. wide and 80 ft. 
long from front seats to back seats. What 
size speaker column do I need, and where 
and how should it be placed? ’ 


The first step is to determine the length 
D, which is the horizontal distance from the 
position of the floor above which the column 
is to be placed to that point furthest away 
from the column: For instance, if the source 
of originating sound is near one corner of 
the seating area, then the column will be 
faced along the diagonal of the rectangular 
seating area; and the distance D will be 
/ 60° + 80° = 100 ft.; if the source of 
originating sound is in the centre of the 
60 ft. width, then the distance D will be 
85 ft. Suppose that for this example D is 
100 ft. Then on referring to Figure 2 it will 
be seen that D = 100 ft. is represented as a 
curve traversing the chart, which means that 
there are a number of possible designs for 
a speaker column depending on the height 
at which the column can be placed. If there 
is any freedom in selecting the height, then 
it is desirable to make it large rather than 
small and so reduce the unavoidable differ- 
ence in sound level between the front and 
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back seats; on the other hand, it may be 
seen from the chart that the higher the 
column be placed the greater must be the 
forward angle of tilt and the greater the 
difficulty of making an unobtrusive archi- 
tectural feature of the column. It may hap- 
pen that there is suitable mounting place 
within the range of heights traversed by the 
curve for D = 100 ft., in which case this 
height will probably be chosen. For the 
example under consideration, suppose that 
the speaker column position is determined 
by a maximum permissible tilt angle of 
20 deg. A height of 20 ft. above floor level 
is then found when a horizontal line drawn 
through 20 deg. on the vertical axis on the 
left of the chart cuts the curve for 
D = 100 ft. The len of the speaker 
column necessary for these conditions is 
found by Soneens a vertical line from this 
point to the horizontal axis at the bottom 
of the chart, and for this example such a 
line cuts the axis at 5 ft. The column must 
therefore consist of n speakers distant d ft. 
between centres so that nd = 5. Thus one 
might choose four 12 in. dia. speakers on 
15 in. centres; five 10 in. speakers on 12 in. 
centres, or six 8 in. speakers on 10 in. centres. 
It has been found from practical experience 
that a column of four speakers will be satis- 
factory for most applications, and such a 
column has the added advantage of being 
matched to an amplifier more easily than a 
column of five or six speakers. 


The answer to the problem posed at the 
beginning of the Appendix is therefore: 
‘Construct the column of four 12 in. dia. 
speakers on 15 in. centres. Place the column 
so that its centre is approximately 20 ft. 
above the floor level. Turn the column in 
the horizontal direction so that it faces the 
diagonally opposite corner of the seating 
area (remembering that the source of origi- 
nating sound was near one corner) and then 
tilt the column forward to make an angle 
of 20 deg. with the vertical.’ As explained 
previously in the paper, for the most satis- 
factory results it is necessary that the column 
be placed so that the sound path from it to 
any listening position is longer than that 
from the original source.

NEW LIGHTING TECHNIQUES 


Possibilities of ‘ Built-in’ Fluorescent Lamps

NTENSIVE research in connection 
with luminous sources and control- 
ling materials‘and an added appreciation 
of the functional and decorative possibili- 
ties of artificial illumination has Ied to 
the development of many new lighting 
techniques. As a result, improvements 
are being made in all fields of lighting 
practice, ranging, for example, from the 
mainly aesthetic needs of decorative 
interiors to the utilitarian requirements of 
coal mines and streets. 

Most techniques are based upon the 
use of commercially available electric 
lamps, and during recent years most 
interest has been centred on vapour dis- 
charge sources of the mercury and 
sodium type. Not only have these longer 
burning lives and considerably higher 
luminous efficiencies than tungsten fila- 
ment lamps, but by virtue of shape, 
spectral emission and light output they 
are more suitable for certain applications. 
In particular the most popular discharge 
source is the familiar fluorescent lamp 
which, since its introduction in 1940, has 
undergone many improvements in per- 
formance and reductions in price. Among 
the more recent additions to an ever 
extending range of sizes and “colours ” 
are the 8 ft. 125 watt and 5 ft. 50 watt 
lamps. The former will be found of 
advantage in large shop windows, cornice 
lighting schemes and high mounting posi- 
tions in factories and power houses. The 
50 watt lamp is ideally suited for con- 
cealed use in showcases and glass topped 
counters. 


Some industrial tasks necessitate the 
provision of local illumination and, 
according to the latest report of the Chief 
Inspector of Factories, manufacturers of 
machines are paying more attention to 
the ‘built-in’ possibilities of lighting. 
In this conection, three new miniature 
fluorescent lamps, viz. 6 in. 4 watt, 9 in. 
6 watt and 12 in. 8 watt, which are robust 
and of comparatively high light output, 
will be found useful. 


A new development which will have a 
profound effect on fluorescent lghting 
practice is the manufacture of 4 ft. 40 
watt and 5 ft. 80 watt tubes having an 
internally coated white powder (titanium 
dioxide) reflector. This results in a 
higher illumination without increase in 
current consumption, while depreciation, 
due to dust collection on the top of the 
lamp, is much less. 


Cold cathode fluorescent lamps (re- 
quiring a higher-than-mains voltage for 
operation) are now being used in standard 
lengths and ratings for industrial interior 
illumination purposes. As they have a 
very long life of 15,000 hours and up- 
wards, they are particularly welcomed 
where access for lamp changing is 
difficult. 


It would be unwise to make generalisa- 
tions in respect of lighting economics. 
Between any two factories, for instance, 
there is likely to be a variation in costs 
of electrical energy, prices of fittings (due 
to types and purchasing discounts), 
number of burning hours per year, cest 
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of cleaning and lamp replacements ang 
capital write-off period. 

For an economic comparison to be of 
any value the costings of the individual 
items must apply to the specific condi. 
tions of each particular installation. The 
total annual fixed charge is calculated, 
based upon an agreed annual percentage 
figure for depreciation and interest. This 
amount is added to the annual operating 
charge to give a total annual lighting 
cost. 

As a simple example, assume an overall 
cost of current of 14d. per unit of 
electricity. On the basis of 1,500 
burning hours per year, the annual 
current costs for a 300 watt tung- 
sten lamp and an 80 watt (100 watts 
consumption including control year 
losses) fluorescent lamp are £2 16s. 34, 
and 18s. 9d. respectively. Over a period 
of ten years the saving using the fluores- 
cent lamps is £18 15s. Od. Over this same 
period fifteen 300 watt tungsten and three 
80 watt fluorescent lamps would be 
required, making a further saving in 
favour of the latter of £3 18s. 3d. The 
total saving, therefore, is £22 13s. 3d. and 
this more than balances the difference due 
to the higher initial cost of the fluores- 
cent fittings. Savings in respect of 
labour, due to the need for fewer fluores- 
cent lamps, are generally offset by the 
additional labour charges for cleaning 
the correspondingly larger fluorescent 
reflectors. 

Instead of the conventional method of 
feeding and suspending individual reflec- 
tors via conduit or chain drops, many 
industrial lighting installations are now 
being carried out using continuous trunk- 
ing which is suspended from roof trusses 
or main ceiling structures. This system 
comprises top wiring channels which are 
securely fitted together to form a continu- 
ous trough, the length of which is 
adapted to suit any interior. Fittings 
are mounted direct om the trunking which 
can be supported at centres varying up to 
20 ft. according to site requirements. One 
of the many ddvantages is that additional 
fittings can be added or existing ones 
repositioned to suit the changing illumin- 
ation requirements of an industrial build- 
ing. The additional cost of this system 
over a conduit scheme need not be more 
than 10 per cent., and as small cables can 
also be accommodated, is well justified. 

In order to preserve spatial qualities, 
ensure that lighting is a truly integral 
component of the architectural scheme, 
and simplify electrical servicing and 
maintenance, lighting systems are often 
incorporated in the actual building struc- 
ture. This trend appears im both com- 
mercial and industrial interiors and from 
a long term view is to be commended. 
For instance, effective illumination of the 
lofty and large interiors of shell concrete 
buildings can now be effected by standard 
lighting elements. These are accom- | 
modated in openings formed when the 
roof sections are cast. In one example, 
up to seven 80 watt fluorescent lamps are 
supported in a cradle projecting below 
the barrelled ceiling. Access to lamps 
and control gear is possible from above 
the roof via a hinged cover. 

For ceilings of normal height in offices,

In some instances this false 
ceiling is formed from open vertical 
jouvre cells which may be fabricated 
from opaque or translucent materials. In 
addition to being of aesthetic value, they 
fulfil the function of shielding the fluores- 
cent lamps (installed above) from normal 
viewing angles. : 

Another new lighting system comprises 
a hung ‘ceiling’ of corrugated translu- 
cent vinyl sheeting, above which fluores- 
cent lamps are suspended. This diffuser 
is supplied in 3 ft. wide rolls up to 25 ft. 
in length and need only be rolled back 
for cleaning and lamp changing purposes. 
This luminous ceiling is neat in appear- 
ance and completely conceals conduits, 
pipes. ducting and so on. 

It is now becoming common practice 
in offices, laboratories, etc., to install sus- 
pended ceilings comprising standard size 
individual acoustic and/or heating panels. 
Many firms are producing a series of 
recessed lighting units which, based upon 
the recommendations of the Modular 
Society, can be used in lieu of any 
standard 2 ft. wide ceiling panels. These 
luminous units measure 2 ft. by 2 ft., 
2 ft. by 4 ft., or 2 ft. by 6 ft., and accom- 
modate appropriate sized fluorescent 
lamps. They can be supplied with metal 
or polystrene louvre frames or diffusing 
glass or opal plastic panels. If fed from 
socket outlets located in the ceiling void, 
the lighting units can be easily 
repositioned to suit changes in layout of 
work or office areas. 

If the lighting is to function efficaci- 
ousiy some thought must be given to 
the complementary contribution of 
applied colour. For this reason, decora- 
tive schemes must include a correct 
colour treatment of machinery, benches 
and structural features. This will result 
in fewer accidents, greater productivity 
and a higher standard of industrial 
efficiency generally.

Technical Glossary in Four Languages 


PUBLICATION in four languages of 
‘terms used in building, studies of build- 
ing costs, and international exchange of 
specialists are programmes approved by the 
Second General. Assembly of the Inter- 
national Council for Building Research, 
Studies and Documentation (CIB). The 
assembly was held in Geneva on September 
20 to 22. The CIB, established three years 
ago under the sponsorship of the United 
Nations Economic Commission for Europe’s 
housing committee, was reviewing the first 
programmes of study by its sections. 

Twenty nations were represented at the 
assembly, held under the chairmanship of 
Dr. F. M. Lea, Director of Building 
Research, United Kingdom, The nearly 80 
participants included representatives from 
Canada and Israel, as well as those from 
all the major building research and docu- 
mentation organisations in Europe. An 
application for membership from the USSR 
Academy of Building and Architecture was 
accepted at the assembly, at which the 
academy was represented by Mr. B. Ovsian- 
kin, its vice-president, and two other 
delegates. 

The close links between the ECE housing 
committee and CIB were emphasised by the 
presence of Professor J. Gorynski, chairman 
of the ECE housing committee, and in the 
address of welcome by Mr. A. G. Stetsenko, 
deputy executive secretary of ECE. 


The building glossary, which has been 
printed in English, French, Swedish and 
Danish, contains an exhaustive list of identi- 
cal words used in construction of homes, 
office buildings, hospitals, schools and other 
structures. Each page carries the same words 
in the same place throughout. Within the 
next two years the CIB intends to add six 
new language versions. 


The studies of building costs were made 
in collaboration with the European Steel 
and Coal Community. The community, 
seeking low-cost housing for miners’ families, 
experimented with the construction of 1,000 
homes in its member countries: The CIB 
study covers actual cost on the site of these 
buildings. The lessons learned from this 
construction and the study will be applied 
in a further programme of building by the 
community which the CIB will also observe. 

The first exchange of specialists under the 
CIB programme came as a result of a study 
being made by CIB on problems associated 
with the design of flat-roof construction. A 
team from the United Kingdom took their 
apparatus to Norway to measure the 
amount of moisture leaving flat roofs 
through ventilation holes, an investigation 
made scientifically for the first time. 

Between now and 1959, when the CIB 
holds its next General Assembly, its pro- 
gramme will include investigation of the 
design of secondary schools and general 
studies of productivity in the building 
industry in member countries.

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The Single-stack Plumbing Installation 


By N. C. SIDWELL, MSc, MIStructE, ARICS 


The following article appeared in the 
August issue of ‘The Chartered 
Surveyor, and is reproduced with the 
kind permission of the Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors. 


HE familiar two-pipe system of 
plumbing was introduced during the 
nineteenth century, and is still very widely 
used in housing work. Stated simply, the 
system consists of a 34 or 4 inches dia- 
meter pipe arranged vertically on the 
outer face of the wall, together with a 
second pipe, 24 inches in diameter or 
thereabouts. The larger pipe takes the 
soil wastes and the smaller pipe the soapy 
wastes, and while the soil pipe connects 
direct to the drain with only one water- 
seal located in the appliance itself, the 
other waste pipes have water-sealing traps 
and/or air-breaks such as gulleys or hop- 
per heads. In Scotland, the open gulley 
or hopper-head is considered to be a par- 
ticularly bad form of drainage, and very 
few, if any, local authorities permit its 
use. Instead of the trap plus air-break, the 
Scottish preference is for two traps—one 
below the fitment and one in the drain 
itself (called a low-back siphon) situated 
between the foot of the vertical waste- 
pipe and the point where the soapy wastes 
join with the soil wastes. This will seem 
a little strange to surveyors conversant 
with English practice only, particularly 
when it is considered that there is rarely 
any access to the underground trap 
other than, perhaps, a vertical plunging 
eye in which a rubber plunger attached to 
a rod is moved vigorously up and down 
and is supposed to force out whatever 
obstruction may lodge or form in the 
trap. 

The two-pipe system is probably still 
the most efficient and economic arrange- 
ment of above-ground drainage for most 
small two-storey modern houses, particu- 
larly where the sanitary fitments are 
widely spread over the house, and it is 
very likely that we shall continue to use 
this system in some types of housing for 
many years to come. 


Retaining Water-seal 

The one-pipe system of drainage was 
introduced into this country between the 
wars in an endeavour to reduce costs by 
providing one main pipe to take all wastes 
from baths, washbasins, sinks, w.c.’s, 
urinals, etc. It was claimed that the one- 
pipe system would eliminate a substantial 
amount of piping and in consequence 
was bound to result in a much more 
simple and labour-saving lay-out. At 
least, this was the intention of the 
designers of the one-pipe system, but it 
was soon found that the local authorities 
criticised the new proposals on_ the 
grounds that the traps below fitments in 
the one-pipe system would not retain a 
water-seal, owing to the siphonage action 
set up by the additional discharge from 
all fitments down a single pipe. 

In order to meet this criticism, the local 
authorities considered that it was 
absolutely essential to provide adequate 
anti-siphonage precautions to prevent un- 


balanced air pressure destroying trap seals 
and allowing air from the common waste- 
pipe to escape into the interior of the 
building. It follows from this that the 
one - pipe system may not always 
be cheaper than the two-pipe 
lay-out, for the provision of a 
second system of piping for anti- 
siphonage purposes in one-pipe 
installations is bound to add 
considerably to the final costs. 
Added to this, it is usual to 
insist on special deep-seal traps 
on all sanitary fitments, and this 
causes the cost to mount still 
higher. ; 

A recent comparison of costs 
by the Building Research Station 
gave £206 for the two-pipe sys- 
tem and £171 for the one-pipe 
system in a five-storey block of 
flats. This showed a saving of 
only about £7 per flat and it was 
said that the saving is often less 
than that. 


BRS Experiments 


Experiments directed towards 
the further simplification of the 
one-pipe system have been going 
on in the Building Research 
Station for the past five years, 
and the final result of this re- 
search appears to be that the one- 
pipe system as described can, 
subject to certain conditions, 
Operate quite successfully with- 
out any anti-siphonage installa- 
tion and without special deep- 
seal traps. This simplified ar- 
rangement has been called a 
* single-stack ’ system. 

It has been found by experi- 
ment that in conventional one- 
pipe and two-pipe systems, the 
maximum seal loss that can 
occur in normal use is about one- 
eighth of an inch, which is, of 
course, a negligible amount. On 
the other hand, in single-stack 
systems (i.e., without  anti- 
siphonage pipes) it has been 
found that wash-basin  self- 
siphonage may be excessive if 
the waste-pipe is too long, and 
it has been calculated that 
the maximum length of the 
waste-pipe should be 5 ft. 
6 in. in order that an adequate 
water seal be retained. At the 
same time, there are additional 
requirements for the slope of the 
waste-pipes to guard against ex- 
cessive velocity in the draw-off 
from wash-basin or sink. Little 
trouble is experienced with bath 
wastes or large sinks because it 
has been found that the seal in 
thetraps to these appliances is usu- 
ally maintained by the last 
follow-up of water as it passes 
over the relatively greater length 
of the fitment. 

The effect of back-pressure at 
the base of the single-stack was 
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carefully studied by the Building Research 
Station and, in particular, the effect of 
foaming from synthetic detergents. It wag 
considered that, although the chances of 
troublesome back-pressure were slight, 
there were certain precautions that could 
be taken to minimise the risk. These 
precautions included the use of a large 
radius bend at the point where the stack 
connected to the drain and the omission

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of the intercepting trap in new work. The 
latter suggestion raises a well-known con- 
troversial issue between drainage authori- 
ties, but there are signs that some authori- 
ties are inclining to the view that the 
interceptor is unnecessary. 

The experiments made by the Building 
Research Station in support of fhe 
single-stack system of drainage have 
been most extensive and have included 
the erection of a full-size four-storey 
installation built up from transparent 
Perspex piping in the Parkes Museum of 
the Royal Society of Health. Apart from 
this, laboratory experiments with a 4- 
inch cast iron stack, 60 ft. high, have 
been made and during the last four years, 
trial installations have been incorporated 
in certain of the new multi-storey hous- 
ing schemes of the London County 
Council. The data obtained from these 
experiments and trials ‘have confirmed 
that single-stack installations are quite 
adequate provided certain simple rules of 
design are observed. It may be con- 
cluded, therefore, that a great deal of 
unnecessary plumbing work has been 
installed, and is still being installed in 
modern building work. 

The traditional requirement that 
plumbing stacks must be positioned 
against external walls often determines 
whether a single-stack or one-pipe sys- 
tem may be used. The siting of sanitary 
appliances against external walls imposes 
a discipline on the plumbing lay-out 
which inevitably causes a distribution of 
soil and waste pipes that is suited only 
to the two-pipe system. The ideal con- 
ditions for one-pipe or single-stack sys- 
tems are created when sanitary fitments 
situated in two or more rooms back on 
to a centrally placed pipe duct: and 
such a duct is invariably sited in the 
interior of the building. 


Internal Stacks 


Many architects and local authorities 
are opposed to the idea of internal 
plumbing stacks; usually this attitude is 
based on the fear of drain air escaping 
through faulty joints to the interior of 
the building or on the occurrence of 
blockages with the consequent chaos, in- 
convenience and damage to the building 
fabric, and the possible effect on the 
health of the occupants. But surely 
the chances of leakage of drain air from 
internal pipes ought to be no greater 
than the risk taken with gas mains and 
pipes; and from authoritative research 
data concerning the effect of drain air 
on human beings, it is plain that the risks 
from leakages are not to be compared 
with those associated with gas services. 

There are many good reasons why 
plumbing stacks should be located in 
ducts built internally. It has already been 
stated that these ducts make for a more 
compact grouping of sanitary fitments 
draining into a central pipe, through 
short, economic branches, and there is 
also the advantage of quick and simple 
access to the pipe duct at all floor levels. 
A further advantage is that pipe runs can 
be kept away from cold external walls: 
and as a consequence of this, the risk of 
damage from frost is almost entirely 
removed. Finally, the appearance of any 
building is bound to be improved if the 


disfigurement of externally fixed pipes is 
avoided and the cost of the periodic 
painting of external pipes is no longer a 
charge against the maintenance of the 
building. 

The manufacturers of cast iron fittings 
are alive to the possibilities of single- 
stack plumbing, and already have made 
available on the market a very compre- 
hensive range of fittings designed to suit 
this new system. One of the more recent 
additions to the range is bossed piping, 
where pipes of various lengths are 
supplied with screwed bosses to receive 
bath, sink and wash-basin waste-pipes. 
These are neat and serviceable joints, but 
considerable care is needed in ordering 
the bossed fittings to ensure that the 
bosses are present at the desired height 
and angle to suit the position of the 
particular sanitary fittings. Some firms 
have specialised in the manufacture of 
multi-branch fittings for single-stack 
systems in steel tube or in copper. On 
steel stacks the waste inlet bosses are 
normally tapped with the appropriate 
thread and supplied with special non- 
conducting copper to iron connectors. 
The copper stacks have patent joints 
brazed to them to receive the waste-pipe 
connections. 


Examples Illustrated 


The photographs were taken recently 
on a housing site in Edinburgh. The first 
photograph shows a conventional two- 
pipe fully vented system to the terrace 
houses. The branches to the appliances 
have still to be completed in cast iron 
piping. The second photograph shows 
the single-stack system being installed in 
a pair of terraced houses. The saving in 
piping compared with the piping used in 
the conventional Scottish two-pipe sys- 
tem is quite obvious from the photo- 
graphs. It is unfortunate, however, that 
the two single-stacks were not combined 
in the one pipe. The reason given for 
this was that a single pipe could not 
accommodate all the six branches shown, 
but this is surely a case where the multi- 
branch fittings, already referred to, 
could be introduced in the interests of 
simplicity, appearance and economy. 


The all-important conclusion to be 
drawn from this consideration of the 
single-stack plumbing system is that it 
costs less than the normal two-pipe and 
one-pipe systems: it has been estimated 
that the saving resulting from the instal- 
lation in five-storey flats of a single-stack 
system (no venting) compared with a 
fully vented two-pipe system is of the 
order of £20 a flat, and while critics of 
the single-stack system may rightly argue 
that building plan forms rarely favour 
the adoption of the system it is surely in 
the interests of the designer to see to it 
that plumbing appliances are grouped 
more closely and, furthermore, it ‘is 
incumbent on the local authorities to 
take a broader and more reasonable 
view of building proposals which incor- 
porate this system. 

Single-stack plumbing can do much to 
reduce housing costs, but only if local 
authorities, plumbing contractors, archi- 
tects and surveyors accept the evidence 
of the careful and painstaking experi- 
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ments of the Building Research Station, 
together with the experience drawn from 
existing systems that have functioneg 
well over long periods.

THE PRESIDENT, in an. amusing 
speech which was enthusiasticly received, 
thanked Mr. Hannen for his appreciative 
references to the activities of the Federation, 
particularly to those in the educational and 
technical fields.

Minister Allows Proposal to Add 
Turret to Roman Catholic Church 


[HE Minister of Housing has allowed an 

appeal against the refusal of Brighton 
Corporation to permit a 10ft. turret to be 
added to the new Roman Catholic church 
at Rottingdean. The corporation considered 
that the tower would overshadow and be 
detriuental to the amenities of adjoining 
property. 

Tse parish priest, the Rev. Patrick 
O’Brien, maintained that the tower was 
esseniial to such a building. At the public 
ingui‘y in June the church architect used 
a scale model to show that the maximum 
shadew Which would be cast on the gardens 
of Halfway House, nearby, would be at 
sunset and would be only one-ninth of the 
total area. It would not cast a shadow on 
the house itself. 


?roposed Extension of Civil 
E.: gineering Contractors’ Works 
on to Reserved Land 


‘N appeal by the Mitchell Construction 

Company against the refusal of the 
Soke of Peterborough County Council to 
permit the erection of offices, workshops, 
etc, on land at Manor Farm, Woodston, 
Peterborough, has been dismissed by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
following a public inquiry. 

»The council -refused permission on the 
grounds that the land had been allocated 
on the town map for the City of Peter- 
borough as a public open space, and it 
should not be used for purposes which con- 
flicted with its ultimate acquisition for that 
use; that the proposed development would 
be injurious to the amenities of surrounding 
residential properties; and that in the opinion 
of the planning authority consideration 
should be given to the further extension of 
the existing undertaking being provided for 
on a more commodious site elsewhere. 

The appeal site lies close to the extreme 
south-western boundary of the borough. 
Formerly part of a farm-holding, it is not 
now actively farmed and comprises some 
two acres of land bounded on the north by 
the appellant company’s existing industrial 
premises, on the east by the rear curtilages 
of a number of small dwellings in Jubilee- 
street and on the west by dwellings, some of 
which are prefabricated houses with their 
frontage to Wharf-road. The southern 
boundary of the open land, of which the 
appeal site forms part, consists of some 
existing development in Oundle-road com- 
prising houses, the buildings of a former 
National Fire Service Station, now used 
as temporary housing accommodation, to- 
gether with a limited open frontage. 

A considerable part of the appeal site and 
the adjoining vacant land had been acquired 
by the company in 1955, and they had not 
sought the grant of planning permission 
before acquisition because it appeared to 
them that the proposal to reserve the land 
as public open space was tentative and not 
supported by the Peterborough City Council. 
The company’s proposals would not, it was 
submitted, lead to any considerable increase 
it operations on the land and did not in- 
ve've uses outside the ambit of Class IV of 


a 


the Use Classes Order, 1950. Objections 
on the part of the local residents were now 
limited in number and it would appear that 
the majority were in favour of the appeal 
site being developed. 

On behalf of the County Council it was 
said that the appellants’ business had ex- 
panded to such an extent that the company 
should now seek an alternative site. The 
further expansion which was contemplated 
would lead to an intensification of the 
present use of the land and one which must 
inevitably give rise to nuisance and be 
detrimental to the amenities of this resi- 
dential area. 

There was a serious lack of open space 
in the Woodston area; the existing open 
spaces amounted to 64 acres. The require- 
ments amounted to 19 acres and it was the 
intention of the planning authority to make 
up this deficiency within the period of the 
development plan. 

Representations made on behalf of the 
Peterborough City Council supported the 
local planning authority. The City Council 
considered that the land should remain as 
shown in the town map for open space 
purposes. 

The Minister, in the course of his decision, 
says he has come to the conclusion that in- 
dustrial development’ in Woodston should 
be confined to the area where it has already 
taken place and that, in particular, it would 
be inappropriate to allow such development 
to extend southwards intq a predominantly 
residential area. He is satisfied that adequate 
and suitable land is available elsewhere in 
Peterborough for all necessary industrial 
development. He accepts the contention of 
the County Council that the present pro- 
vision of public open space in Woodston is 
insufficient, having regard to the proposed 
plan for that neighbourhood, and that’ the 
area of which the appeal site forms part 
should continue to be earmarked for the 
further provision of public open space; 
other reasonably suitable sites for that pur- 
pose are not available. For these reasons 
the Minister: has decided to dismiss the 


appeal. 


Proposed Erection of Bungalows 
at Hayling Island : Minister Allows 
Appeal 


PLANNING permission to erect two 

bungalows on land off St. Catherine’s- 
road, Hayling Island, was recently refused 
by Hampshire CC on the ground that a 
detailed comprehensive layout should be 
prepared in respect of this and adjoining 
land, and that pending approval of such a 
layout the development proposed would be 
premature. 

Between St. Catherine’s-road and 
Staunton-avenue are open fields which the 
Council considered should only be developed 
on a proper layout. They were of the 
opinion that the immediate development of 
the appeal site would prejudice the obtaining 
of a satisfactory layout and road pattern to 
connect St. Catherine’s-road with Staunton- 
avenue and they would prefer to see first 
a comprehensive-scheme for the development 
of the whole of the area lying on either side 
of the, as yet, undefined new road between 
the two existing roads. 

The appellant contended that the whole of 
the back land was ripe for development and 
that the proposed drive could be in- 
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corporated at a later date into the Council’s 
new road scheme, and that, in any case, his 
proposal would not interfere with the com- 
prehensive layout of the back land. 

The Minister, in the course of his decision, 
says that while he agrees with the Councid 
that if and when the land behind St. 
Catherine’s-road is developed it should be 
carried out on a proper layout, it appears 
to him that the approach road on to which 
the appeal land abuts must inevitably form 
part of any road connecting St, Catherine’s- 
road with Staunton-avenue, and he sees no 
reason to suppose that the building of two 
bungalows on the land in question’ will 
prejudice the achievement. of a satisfactory 
road pattern. He has enwred decided 
to allow the appeal. 


South Downs Housing Develop- 
ment : Permission Refused 


PROPOSAL to build 86 houses on a 

site east of the Village of Ovingdean 
and north of Rottingdean has been rejected 
by the Minister of Housing and. Local 
Government following an appeal. by Lt.-Col. 
Filkins, a farmer, against the. refusal of 
Brighton Corporation to grant him planning 
permission to carry out the development. 

The Minister says that he considers the 
development of the site in the manner pro- 
posed would be an undesirable. intrusion of 
residential development into the open, land 
between Rottingdean, Woodingdean. ;and 
Ovingdean, ‘with consequent detriment to 
local amenity.’ 

At a public inquiry into his appeal, Col. 
Filkins said that so much of his land. had 
been taken for building that it was impractic- 
able to continue farming this particular site. 
He agreed that he had previously opposed 
other residential development proposals in 
the area. 

Brighton Corporation, objecting, said the 
site would be more suitable for educational 
purposes. In reply to this suggestion, it 
was contended on behalf of Col. Filkins 
that the Corporation had -not ‘considered 
using the site for education until the appel- 
lant’s own plans were submitted. 


Minister Bans Use of Fluorescent 
Lighting on Cobham Hotel 


AN appeal by Claude-General];.. Neon 
Lights, Ltd.,. against the, refusal of 
Esher UDC to permit the display of. fluores- 
cent tubing on the lodge at - the Fairmile 
Hotel, Portsmouth-road, Cobham,; has been 
dismissed by the Minister of : Housing and 
Local Government. forays 
It was proposed to, display - fluorescent 
lighting under the eaves of' 4.'smalli;single- 
storey lodge situated at the! entrarice sto the 
drive leading to the Fairmile Hotel. :There 
is a similar property at the: eastern iend of 
the grounds of the hotel and these, ‘and a 
house opposite, are the only buildings visible 
on a long straight stretch of .road ‘bordered 
by grass verges, hedges and trees. ‘The hotel 
building itself stands well back' from the 
road, in the midst of: spacious ‘lawns set 
with large cedar trees,*and bears several 
illuminated signs. - There is also an 
illuminated hanging sign on a post!adjacent 
to the lodge, and the Minister considers that 
the addition of the proposed display to the 
existing illuminated advertisements would 
be excessive in this pleasant locality and 
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would therefore. be prejudicial to amenity. 
He has accordingly decided to dismiss the 
appeal. 


Proposal to Build House Behind 
Another, Without Road Frontage, 
Rejected 


PLANNING permission for the erection 

of a bungalow on land at the rear of 
Sunnyville, a two-storey house in Sandhills- 
lane, Virginia Water, was refused by Egham 
UDC, and the Council’s refusal has now 
been upheld by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, following: a public in- 
quiry. 

In the course of the inquiry it was ex- 
plained on behalf of the appellant that he 
was shortly retiring and wished to dispose 
of his present house, Sunnyville, and build 
an easily maintained bungalow for his own 
occupation on the rear part of the garden. 
The curtilage of Sunnyville was large enough 
for two dwellings and the. best method of 
dividing it was to build the bungalow behind 
the house rather than beside it. The pro- 
posal would not affect the local amenities 
and was not opposed by the neighbours. 

The Council’s case was that the proposal 
to erect a bungalow on back land without 
frontage to the highway would be detri- 
mental to amenity. If a second house were 
to be built on the site it should be at the 
side of Sunnyville and not at the bottom 
of the garden. 

The Minister, in giving his decision, says 
he has reached the conclusion that he would 
not be justified in reversing the Council’s 
decision. He agrees with them that the 
building of a house behind another without 
proper road frontage is undesirable and 
should not ordinarily be permitted, While 
he notes the appellant’s personal reasons for 
wishing to build in this manner, he does not 
consider that the circumstances warrant an 
exception in this case and he has therefore 
decided to dismiss the appeal. 


AUTOMATION AND REFUSE 
HANDLING 


Liverpool's Experience 


‘ AUTOMATION has already played a big 
part in refuse handling, thus ensuring effi- 
ciency and economy by “press button” 
methods, and it is obvious that the shortage 
of labour will tend to increase the use of 
automation,’ said Mr. H. T. Houau, Liver- 
pool City Engineer and Surveyor, to mem- 
bers of the Liverpool Engineering Society 
at a recent meeting. ; 

Liverpool dealt with 5,500,000 gallons 
of sewage a day and by 1975 that 
amount would be doubled, said Mr. Hough. 
Refuse disposal was another big problem, 
and the city’s 1,000 tons a day of refuse was 
being tipped into hollow places or used to 
raise land. 

“In due course my: successors will need to 
find further land on which refuse can be 
dumped and they would no doubt turn their 
attention to reclaiming more land from the 
River Mersey, such as has been done at 
Otterspool, where 45 acres of what was once 
sea bed now form a useful amenity.’ 

Mr. Hough foresaw the possibility for 
the more distant future of buildings, includ- 
ing ordinary houses, incorporating electric 
or nuclear incinerators which would con- 
sume all refuse completely.

Builders’ Appeal Against Award 
jor Breach of Warranty Dismissed

Paramount Estates (Liverpool), Ltd., v. Birch. 


MuE Paramount Estates (Liverpool), Ltd., 

builders, of 90/94, Selborne-street, 
Liverpool, failed on October 2 in their 
appe:l against a judgment by Judge Fraser 
Harrison, of Liverpool County Court, award- 
ing £30 damages to Mr. Wilfred Gordon 
Birch. of 28, Linden-drive, Wheathill Build- 
ing H'state, Roby, Lancashire, for breach of 
a warranty by the builders. 


The Court of Appeal dismissed the appeal, 
with costs. 


L« sp Justice DENNING, in his judgment, 


_ said ‘hat in 1954 the company were develop- 


ing 1:e Wheathill Estate. Mr. Birch and his 
fiancce (now his wife) visited a show house 
on {.e estate and then went to a house that 
was still not completed. 


A representative of the builders told them 
that the house would be just as good as the 
show’ flouse and would have as good 
matcrial. 

On July 2, 1954, Mr. Birch signed a con- 
tract to purchase the house, now 28, Linden- 
drive. There was a clause in the contract 
that the house would be built for occupa- 
tion and habitation. In fact, the house was 
very badly painted, very much worse than 
the show house, but the builders refused to 
repaint it. They had repainted three or four 
other houses. 


It had been argued for the builders, he 
said. that there was no oral contract. Every- 
thing was to be found in the written contract 
and counsel suggested that the paintwork 
was completed by the date of the contract. 
However bad it was, counsel said, Mr. Birch 
could not complain. 


His lordship agreed with the judge’s find- 
ing that there was a breach of warranty. 
The oral contract was collateral with the 
written contract and the builders were liable. 


LorD JusTicE Hopson agreed. 


LorD Justice Morris, who also agreed, 
said the very purpose of having a show house 
was that a prospective purchaser would be 
attracted by what he saw and might have 
the opportunity of getting what he expected.

Grant v. Geo. Wimpey and Co., Ltd. 


"PHE Court of Appeal decided on October

An appeal by Mr. Philip Grant, 33, of 
Eston-street, Chorlton-on-Medlock, against 
the dismissal by Mr. Justice Lynskey at 
Manchester assizes of his claim for damages 
trom his employers, George Wimpey and 
Co., Ltd., builders, of London, was dis- 
missed. The case arose over an incident 


on September 7, 1954, when Mr. Grant’s 
back was injured by a corner piece of 
shuttering falling on him while he was help- 
ing to build concrete houses at Prescott, 
Lancs. 


In giving judgment, Lorp Justice SINGLE- 
TON Said that concrete was poured into shut- 
ters to form the walls of the houses, and 
when the concrete had hardened the shutters 
were removed. A corner piece of a shutter fell 
on Mr. Grant when it was being removed. 
That was an unusual happening, and the 
defendants had no reason to anticipate that 
there would be an accident. They had not 
failed to take reasonable care for the safety 
of their workmen, and the common law 
claim could not succeed. Counsel for Mr. 
Grant had contended that the corner piece 
was a temporary structure, which building 
regulation 93 required should be of adequate 
strength and stability, and that as it fell 
it did not comply with the regulation. 


The question was whether the corner piece 
was a temporary structure within the mean- 
ing of the regulation at the time when it fell. 
The structure was, his lordship thought, of 
adequate strength and stability for its pur- 
pose during the time it was used. Regulation 
93 ceased to apply when the shuttering was 
being removed. 


Lords Justices Jenkins and Parker agreed 
that the appeal failed. 


£3,534 Damages Awarded 
Against Builders 
QUEEN’S BENCH DIVISION. 
BEFORE Mr. JUSTICE GLYN-JONES. 
Davis v. Glebe Veneered Plywood Co. 


RS. ELIZABETH MARY DAVIS, 23, 
of Lillie-road, Fulham, was awarded 
£3,534 damages and costs in the Queen’s 
Bench Division on October 5 in respect of 
the death of her husband, Francis Edward 
Davis, 21-year-old  builder’s labourer, 
through falling from a factory roof in 
November, 1955. Of the amount £500 is to 
go to four-year-old Susan Mary Davis, her 
daughter. 


Judgment was entered against Mr. Davis’s 


‘ employers, Glebe Veneered Plywood Co., 


Ltd., of Angel-road, Upper Edmonton, who 
were held to be in breach of building regula- 
tions in failing to supply crawling ladders 
or duckboards. They had denied liability. 


Giving judgment, Mr. JusticE GLYN- 
JoNES said on the day of the accident Mr. 
Davis was carrying out instructions to repair 
leaks in a roof gutter. In the course of 
the work he had to sweep water away from 
the gutter and he fell from the roof doing 
this. Defendants contended that cleaning the 
gutter was not a building operation but 
work of preparation for building. 


His Lordship had no hesitation in holding 
that it was part of the work involved in 
repairing the gutter and the building regula- 
tions applied. 

Mr. Davis was working above fragile 


materials, and suitable duckboards or crawl- 
ing ladders should have been provided. 


His death was caused by the failure of the 
employer to comply with the regulations and 
there was no contributory negligence by Mr. 
Davis. He had simply lost his balance and 
put his foot through the asbestos roof. 
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GRANTS FOR HISTORIC 
BUILDINGS 


New List Issued 


To HELP to preserve historic buildings or 
their contents, the Minister of Works has 
made 33 further grants to a total value of 
£74,222. This is the eleventh quarterly 
announcement of grants approved by the 
Minister on recommendation of the Historic 
Buildings Councils for England, Wales and 
Scotland under Act of Parliament of 1953. 


In addition, the Minister has acquired a 
set of pewter (now at Cotehele, Calstock, 
Cornwall) under Section 5 of the Act. 


In the lists for England and Wales appear 
several manor houses and country homes 
associated with single families over many 
centuries. Among urban buildings are civic 
halls, a group of medieval cottages, a phar- 
macist’s shop, part of a Georgian terrace 
in Bath, and the only survival in Wren style 
in Liverpool. A former abbey, a village 
school, and a tithe barn are included. Some- 
times the grant is specifically for chattels— 
restoration of pictures and furniture. The 
buildings receiving grants are as follows:—

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AFRICAN BUILDING 
From a Correspondent 


Kariba: With the temperature rising sig- 
nificantly at Kariba in mid-August, the 
Costain construction team was racing to get 
ahead of a contract as far as possible—their 
present rate of construction is one European 
house every day and a half and a little 
over eight African bachelor rooms a day. 
Side by side with this they are putting up 
large ancillary buildings, and the power 
station is well advanced. The European 
township provides for 250 houses and 
accommodation for 300 bachelors in two- 
storey blocks (20 rooms to a_ block), as 
well as such facilities as camp reception and 
administrative offices, large kitchens and 
canteen, swimming bath, group hospital with 
50 beds, power station, church, police lines, 
police station and cell block, school, post 
office and banks. The African township pro- 
vides accommodation for 4,000 bachelors and 
1,000 married, and includes ancillary build- 
ings such as large canteen, beer hall, theatre, 
recreation centre, church, clinic, and so on. 
The total value of the contract is £34m. 

Johannesburg: The construction of Native 
houses financed with the £3m. from Rand 
mining houses will not begin before next 
year. Between now and then the Non- 
European Affairs Department and the Hous- 
ing Division of the City Council will be 
reorganised to enable the production of 
Native housing to be doubled. 

Cape Town: The Union’s Houses of Par- 
liament, in Cape Town, are to have added 
two new wings, planned at a cost of £137,000. 

OFS: Building costs in the Orange Free 
State goldfields are likely to come down 
considerably and workmanship to improve 
now that the industry has passed its peak, 
is the opinion of an executive member of 
the Welkom branch of the Master Builders’ 
Association. 


A Bank Review 


IN THE October issue of its Overseas Re- 
view, Barclays Bank DCO deals extensively 
with the building industry in some of the 
parts of Africa where it has branches. 

In Cape Town the value of building plans 
passed has declined compared with last 
year’s level, but in Port Elizabeth a moderate 
increase has been recorded. The Bank re- 
ports that competition in the timber and 
building materials trade is keen. Orders 
for bricks have been maintained and most 
factories are working at full production. 
Supplies of other materials such as cement 
and corrugated iron are said to be sufficient 
to meet demand. Merchants report that 
money continues to be tight within the trade. 

The paints and varnishes market in South 
Africa is very competitive and new products 
have gained at the expense of conventional 
paints as a result of intensive advertising. 

From Southern Rhodesia, the Bank reports 
that building plans passed in Bulawayo for 
August totalled 88 at a value of £245,998. 
An extensive bridge building, road and allied 
works programme is also under way. In 
addition, the first ‘ African homes ownership 
scheme’ has commenced in Bulawayo and 
about 2,850 houses are expected to be com- 
pleted around the middle of next year. 

The Ndola Municipal Council (Northern 
Rhodesia) passed plans in August involving 
the expenditure of £415,164. Lusaka’s new 
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light industrial site is said to be developing 
rapidly and services, e.g., sewers, roads, 
water, etc., are expected to be completed by 
next April. Work is expected to start on a 
new £150,000 railway station as soon as 
negotiations regarding an overhead railway 
bridge are settled. 


Industrial expansion in Nyasaland, 
especially in the Blantyre/Limbe area, is 
increasing, says the Bank. Already operating 
or planned are a cement mill, a mineral 
water factory, a fruit juice factory, a cotton 
seed oil factory and biscuit and sweet 
factories. A new £45,000 transport garage 
is being erected and a furniture factory, a 
wood joining factory and a bakery are 
planned. In Limbe, a large soap factory is 
planning to expand its premises to meet 
rising demand and the Nyasaland Railways 
are building new headquarters at a cost of 
£47,000. 


From the Gold Coast comes news that the 
Tema Harbour will cost £1,200,000 more 
than the original estimate of £7,500,000. 
This additional amount, says the Bank, has 
been brought about by alterations in the 
design of the harbour. Industrial estates 
are to be established in the Gold Coast; the 
first will be at Accra. 


Within five years East Africa should be- 
come self-sufficient in cement when full pro- 
duction is coming from three plants at 
Bamburi, Tororo and Athi River. Already, 
says the Bank, the first two ark saving 
imports of more than £2,000,000 a year. 






From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—Rothmans of Pall Mall 
. (Australia), Ltd., cigarette manufacturers, 
plan to build another factory, to cost 
£500,000, in Melbourne, Victoria. It will 
also establish a third factory, at a cost of 
£300,000, in Perth, Western Australia. . . 
The big Australian industrial enterprise 
Broken Hill Pty. Co., Ltd., will spend more 
than £100m. on expansion in the next five 
years. This revises the £67m. five-year plan 
announced last year. The company is to 
erect new administrative offices in Bourke- 
street, Melbourne. 


DENMARK.—tThere is talk of building 
a bridge across the Great Belt. A report 
estimates that a bridge 15 km. long between 
Halsskov and Knudshoved, via Sproge, 67 
metres high, over the eastern channel and 
35 metres high over the western could be 
built, to carry two railway lines, four car 
lanes and a cycle track. It is not thought, 
however, that the bridge will be built in 
the near future. 


KENYA.—tThe Pyrethrum Board are to 
establish a modern pyrethrum extraction 
plant on a two-acre site at Nakuru, capable 
of processing annually up to 3,000 tons of 
flowers. 


PORTUGAL.—The administration of the 
port of Lisbon is to spend £500,000 by 
1958 on quays, shelters for passengers, gang- 
ways, dredging and lighting at three points 
on the northern bank and six on the 
southern bank. 


SOUTH AFRICA.—Plans involving ex- 
penditure of more than £4m. to expand the 


Union’s cement industry have been an- 
nounced. Pretoria Portland Cement pro- 
poses to embark on a three-stage programms: 
to modernise the remainder of the Slurry 
factory. Cape Portland Cement proposes 
to proceed with the building of a new 
cement factory at Riebeck West. . 
Present difficulties in the Suez Canal area 
add interest to plans already made by the 
South African Government for the expan- 
sion, improvement and modernisation of the 
Union’s harbours. About £8m. has been 
set aside for this works programme. Im- 
provements to Durban harbour will cost 
£2,300,0(0; to Port Elizabeth, £5m.; and to 
Walvis Bay, £950,000. 


* TANGANYIKA. — A draft plan to 
develop medical services in Tanganyika 
during the next five years, calling for a total 
expenditure of £2,080,880, has been drawn 
up for consideration by the legislative 
Council. Projects for which funds are 
already committed include hospitals at 
Newala, Ukerewe, Singida, Kibondo, Sum- 
bawanga, Same, Mbulu, Geita and Maswa; 
extensions to Mirembie, Leprosaria, Lushoto 
and Moshi hospitals; the Galanos block at 
Tanga hospital, maternity unit at Nzega, 
hostels for rural medical aids and village 
midwives. The only new hospital which 
it is proposed should be built out of the 
balance of funds is at Iringa where an old 
German farmhouse at present accom- 
modates patients, stores and offices. The 
new hospital, with 22 beds, will cost £22,000. 

A further sum may be provided during 
the present planning period, and if available 
would be devoted to four ‘priority under- 
takings ’°—completion of Tanga Hospital 
(£200,000), a’ new hospital at Mwanza 
(£400,000), facilities for the treatment of 
tuberculosis (£100,000) and an additional 
ward block at Dar es Salaam General 
Hospital (£100,000). Facilities for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis would include the

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Glasgow’s New Development 


(JLASGOW'S civic fathers, at present in 
the midst of a public inquiry to decide 
the fate of the large scheme of development 
of the Gorbals, have now approved a second 
plan tor the comprehensive development of 
another part of the city, the oldest part of 
Glasgow, the former town of Pollokshaws. 
The Corporation’s planning convenor, Dr. 
Maurice Miller, states: ‘We are anxious to 
get ahead with this project, and do not intend 
to wait for the completion of the Gorbals’ 
development before going on with further 
plans for improving living conditions in inner 
zones of the city. 

‘Unlike the Gorbals, which lies on the 
south bank of the Clyde and is near the 
heart of the city, Pollokshaws is well 
removed from the city centre and is a very 
_mixed district, part residential and part 
industrial. Many of its houses are really 
obsolete, while the layout-of the district is 
bad and there are no real patterns in the 
area. Redevelopment is simplified by the 
amount of open space scattered through- 
out Pollokshaws’ higgledy-piggledy 
architecture. 

‘The redevelopment plan, covering 92 
acres, will, it is estimated, provide accom- 
modation for 7,500 persons.” 


Queen Opens Daer Reservoir 


WueN the Queen pressed a button on 
October 16 to inaugurate the water supply 
from the Daer Reservoir south of Glasgow, 
the waters of which are held back by the 
135 ft. high wall of Britain’s newest and 
greatest earth-filled dam, 15 million gallons 
of purified water a day started rolling to- 
wards the homes and factories of nearly half 
a million people living in Lanarkshire, states 
the Institution of Civil Engineers. 

The fear of droughts which, during the 
last 10 years have bedevilled the lives of 
people living within the 860 square miles 
served by the new reservoir, and frequently 
Meant that apart from an hour or two each 
day mains water was cut off completely, has 
been banished forever. Furthermore, the 
new light industries springing up in the area 
are now assured of a plentiful supply of 
Water. 

The consulting engineers to the Daer 
Water Board were Messrs. Binnie, Deacon 
and Gourley. 


USA Firm for Glasgow 
_ Tut Hyster Company of Peoria, Illinois, 
is to build a 15,000 sq. ft. factory at Hilling- 
ton Industrial Estate, Glasgow, for final 
assembly of components sub-coritracted to 
existing Scottish plants. Hyster will manu- 
facture a range of winches and other gear as 
well as providing components for the Cater- 
pillar Tractor Co. Ltd., whose very large 
Plant is currently being located at Tannoch- 
side in Lanarkshire.

There are indications, not 
yet finalised, that;another large company—the 
Cummins Diesel Corporation of Indiana— 
will locate in a 130,000 sa. ft. factory at 
Shotts, also in Lanarkshire, bringing the 
number up to some 30 North American 
firms in Scotland, the majority of which are 
in the engineering field with instrumentation 
and control equipment industry also well 
represented. The 30 firms now employ some 
14,000 workers and occupy over 3m. sa. ft.
